Withal he was a 
modest and kindly man,.a patient student and a lover of learning. 
His devotion to his congregation made him the personal friend of 
all, not least of the younger members, between whom and himself 
there was conspicuously a bond of mutual regard and affection. 
Mr. FRIEDLANDER will be long remembered as a faithful worker in 
the calling he adorned, and by a wide circle of friends and acquaint- 
Ances his paseing will long remain a sad and sorrowful memory. 3

To be sure, this plea, if made, will be .2 very 
unwise one, because the circumstances of the Churchill 
Memorandum were such that the sooner the whole episode is 
forgotten and the terms of the Mandate are faithfully adhered to, 
without equivocation or quibble, the better for all concerned —the 
better for British administration in Palestine, the better for British 
honour and prestige, and, assuredly, the better for the upbuiiding of 
the country itself. 


MISREPRESENTATION. 

The Daily Express treated its readers to a scare-line “ thrill?’ 
the other. day, declaring that the Zionist Congress had acknow- 
ledged the defeat of the Zionist Movement, and by resolution had 
virtually thrown up the sponge in Palestine, as, by the by, our 
contemporary wishes Great Britain to throw up ‘the spouge in 
Europe. There is not a word, so far as we ean see, in any of the 


resolutions of the Congress that bears any sort of relation to what 


our contemporary aunotneed. Nor is there any -reso'ution. 

excluding Arab labour from Jewish enterprise in Palestine, whieh 
the saine truthful organ of public opinion told us yesterday bad been 
come to, Frankly, we are surprised that Lord BrAavernrook should 
allow his paper to be made the medium for such gross mis: 
representation and such ‘barefaced untruths. We ‘should. haye 
thought he was .too shrewd a man not to perceive that this 
neckless misrepresentation. of a Movement to which he is 
opposed is bound sooner or later to recoil upon any iniiiwence his 
opposition to it may exercise. We put it to Lord thus, 
although we imagine that it must be palpable to'him also that fhe 


sortof thing to which we direct attention is a prostituting of Macglish 


journalism, which tha English people wiil, when they realise if, 
resent; and apart from all else that cannot be a paying proposttior, 


PERSONALITIES. 

Reverting to the Congress, there was of course at Carlsbad, as there 
is af all such gatherings, a considerable personal element running 
through allthe discussions. For our part, we think that far tco much 
of that sort of thing prevailed, Dr. WEIZzMANN’S services to the 
Movement are inealculable, and so long as he wishes to continue — 
to lead it he is, things being as they are, practically secure. 
Whether, however, it is a good thing that he should remain President 
after so many years of strenuous, unresting iabour is another 
question altogether. There are other considerations too, which 
point to the greater service he could render the Jewish Nationalist 
Cause in other capacities. But an overwhelming, if not practically. 
unanimous, vote bas reinstated him, and that vote will be con- 
firmed everywhere with the best wishes for the further progress of 
the Organisation. If not exactly a personal element, still verging 
on it was the constant dollar-drumming indulged in by the 
delegates from America at the Congress. We ali realise the— 
immense help which contributions from the United States to Zionist 
funds have been, and we all realise, too, the earnest zeal of American 
Zionists, and not least those who represented them at Carlsbad 
We all know that if the Jews of America had no’ done their 
duty to the Jewish National idea, little could have been 
accomplished in its promulgation during the last few years 
But then, whatever they have done, however much they have 
given, they have performed no more than their duty as Jews, and no 
more—perhaps in the aggregate less—than that to which their happy 
position in a land blessed with Liberty and Freedom ought to lave 
impelledthem. That Jews in some other countries have not done as 
well, and that unhappily many Jews in many other countries have 
been prevented from doing as well, numbers for numbers, coustitutes. 
no reason for the attitude .so noticeably taken up at the Congress by 
the delegates from America. After all, the spirit is more than the 
flesh and God is more than Mammon. The Zionist Movement was 
puilt up upon a great ideal, and although there is a cash need for 
the realisation of every ideal, stillit would be a sad day for Zionism 
if ever its idealism became overlaid with gold. Onthe whole, the 
Congress at Carlsbad was a satisfactory and hopeful gathering. It 
showed that despite all discouragements, and despite, too, all the 
tribulation and sorrow in which so much of Jewry is sunk, the 
National spirit of the Jew, kindled anew in modern times by the magic 
touch of the never to be forgotten Herz, still burns brightly. 
It is, as Jewish history has proved, a perpetual light that nothing 
can wholly extinguish. 


Foolish Boasts.” 
Tur Daily Telegraph has been publishing a series of very 
yaluable articles by Sir MARTIN CONWAY on “ Palestine: Its Problems 


-and Its Future.” They were written, quite naturally, from the point 
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people, 
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of view of an English politician who is also a traveller of no small 
distinction. None theless, a study of them must prove of service to 
Jews who just as naturally envisage Palestine, as wollas its problems 
and its future, from apalpably different angle. It is not to be expected 
that those not of the Jewish faith and the Jewish race will, but in the 
‘rarest instances, fully understand, appreciate and sympathise with 
the Jewish point of view in respect to Palestine, which presents, to 
be sure, so many other aspects as well. Indeed, the true Jewish 
point of view is not held even by some of those who, wholly 
or partially, themselves derive from our race, or even by 
some of those again who profess and call themselves of 
the Jewish faith. Two thousand years of assimilation and 
assimilative influences have worked no small orosion upon Jewish 
ideals and Jewish aspirations, Yet they are held with undiminished 
earnestness by those who abide by the essential doctrines of 
Judaism, and they see nothing inconsistent in them with the modern 
environment in which these adherents are placed. No 
wonder, then, that a newspaper like the Daily Telegraph, in 


commenting upon Sir Martin Conway's very interesting contribu: 


tions, misunderstands the Jewish point of view in its references 
to the differences that exist between Jew and Arab in Palestine. 
{t declares—as Sir MArtTIN CONWAY maintains— ‘that the Arab 
is actuated. partly by fear, but mainly by dislike of change.” Our 
contemporary adds that the Arab's fear of Jewish domination is: 


“the product ofa lively imagination excited by the foolish boasta — 


of a few tactless and irresponsible Zionists.’ Although we are not 


told so, the allusion is doubtless to the hope which Jews entertain - 


concerning the future of Palestine in relation to the Jewish 
Dr. WEIZMANN translated that hope into an aspiration 


for @ Palestine, which ultimately should become as Jewish as 
England is English, 


JEWISH SENTIMENT. 


WE have always thought that the Zionist Leader. thus very 
accurately interpreted true Jewish sentiment. Nor do wa 
see, a8 the Daily Telegraph implies, that the sentiment 
is in the least inconsistent with the dealing justly on the part 
of British administrators in Palestine with Arab, Jew and 
Christian alike. But of this we are certain, that anything more 
foolish, as well as untrue, was never written or said than that, as 
our contemporary asserts, the hope which Dr. WetzMAnn told 
the Peace Conference was the Jewish hope for Palestine, pro- 


ceeded only from the few tactless and irresponsible Zionists. 


That is really the sheerest nonsense, if it ba not mere disingenuous- 
ness, because, as we have pointed out times without number, the 
Jewish belief, the Jewish hope and the Jewish aspiration for 
& Palestine which shall ultimately become Jewish, is woven— 
to repeat the simile we have more than once used—warp 
and woof in the Jewish religious faith. Ages before the 
present Zionist Movement came into existence (in a sense, 
of course, the Zionist Movement has always been in existence 
from the moment of the Jewish National débdcle), the belief in 
Palestine again becoming Jewish has been a main plank in the Jewish 
If the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate, 
and the call to Jews to rebuild the Jewish National Home were not 
a step, however halting and however tentative, in that direction, 
then it could not be a Jewish movement. [ts realisation, how’ 
ever, to be sure, must in the nature of things be far distant; 
and wise Jews, having regard to all the circumstances and condi- 
tions, do not look upon that as altogether disadvantageous, So that it 
is perhaps not incorrect to denominate the aspiration as outside of 
practical politics. Except—and this has always to be very seriously 
borne in mind—so far as concerns the immense leverage which the 
maintenance and encouragement of the hops must always exercise 
upon the energy and the strivings of the Jewish people, inducing 
them to make the immense sacrifices that are needed, so that they 
may do their rightful part in redeeming the Land of Israel from the 
decay and the degeneration which generations of misrulehayeeffected.

The Answering Voice. —

ex of the hurly-burly of the Zionist Congress at Carlsbad, 


there emerges one salient fact. It shines out supremely 

above all the bargaining and chaffering, the negotiating 

and the compromising that always flourish in the back- 
ground of such assemblies. Many people, many opinions; and when 
a large number of people come together, though it may be on the 
same mission, diversity of view is sure to exist and is certain to 
assert itself, The main business of every congress, no matter for 
what purpose assembled, is the adjusting of various opinions and 
bringing them to the nearest point of agreement obtainable. Out of 
ihe ‘Thirteenth ‘Zionist Congress there comes, above ‘all else, an 
appeal to Jewry to shoulder its responsibility in respect to Palestine. 


It is the message which the Congress has formulated for the world | 
at large. It is. an appeal from organised’ Zionism to all Jewry to 


come, irrespective of their attitude to the Movement hitherto, 
aud do their share, hand in hand with Zionists, in justifying our 
common Jewish heritage in all for which Palestine stands. That 
conclusion on the part of the Congress marks a new epoch in a 
Movement which has consisted of a constant series of epochs ever 
since if was founded. It has determined at last to acknowledge 
and proclaim that Palestine and all that concerns it cannot be the 
care of a single organisation, of a mere section of Jewry. Zionism 
insists, what indeed it always theoretically claimed; that Zion is the 
business of all Israel. 


Nothing is more repulsive to the present writer than to be 


compelled to say: “I told you so.’ Yet, reading the reports of 


the Congress, that concluded in the early hours of last Sunday, 
and the programme there set forth, particularly upon the question 
of the Jewish Agency, I call to mind what I wrote in this column 
just over ten years ago. In May, 1913, the war between,Turkey 


and the Balkan States had just come to an end, Turkey, in> 


consequence of the struggle in which she was defeated, was 
relieved of most of the European possessions she had controlled. 
And 1 wrote to point out that it was manifest that her Asiatic 


provinces would certainly become of greater importanee to her than © 


before the vast shrinkage of Turkish territory in Europe. It 
occurred to me that the moment was auspicious for Palestine as 
one of the most important of those then Turkish possessions, 
Since that date a world of events has passed. Syria and Palestine, 
and much besides of Turkey’s,dependencies in Asia, have been lost 
fo her. But what I wrote in{1913 concerning Jewish interest in 
Palestine applies, 1 submit, with particular force to-day, seeing 
that the Zionist Congress at Carlsbad has in its dealing with 
the Jewish Agency urged precisely what 1 suggested should be 
done in endeavouring to widen Jewish interest in our ancient land 
and make it the concern of all Jewry and not merely of Zionism. © 
Of course, subject to the fact that Palestine was then Turkish 
territory, and is not so any longer, and that Tsardom, as we knew 
it, bas been crushed, let us hope for ever, every line I wrote stands 
good at this moment. And I reprint my words of more than a 
decade ago as my humble contribution of support to the decision 
that has been come to by the Congress. 1 wrote thus: : 


_ To what is called the Zionist Movement, or to the Zionist 
Organisation, the question of the future of Palestine ought not 
to be relegated as exclusively their concern and no one else’s. 
One of the least pleasing effects of the Zionist Movement has 
been the manner in which Jews generally have come through it 
to regard questions of Palestine as only questions of Zionism. 
!thas tended to take for a party what was meant for mankind— 


to engage for a movement in Jewry what should be the posses- — 


sion of Jewry as a whole. If you speak to the average Jow 
about the future of Palestine in relation to the future of Judaism, 
and urge its importance, you are told that your views are 
prejudiced by Zionist leanings, though you may have them not. 
You are further informed that ag the person whom you address 
has not enrolled himself as a Zionist, the matter is of no 
Concern to him, This sectionalising of an interest which

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to say that the fact of the people being without a land 
infinitely more to the point than the fact of the land being with 
or without a people. Jews to-day could form one of the finest 
and best elements, one of the most potent forces for helping to 
place Turkey upon a firm basis, financially and politically, 
anyway in one of the not least important parts of the Empire 
that remains to her. For some inscrutable reason that cannct 
be explained, unless on the score of faith and belief, Palestine 
has refused to yield its fruits to any but Jews. No colonisation 
in Palestine has been successful in comparison with that which 
hes been undertaken by our people. Faith can remove moun- 
tains, and belief can compass continents. Jewish faith and 
Jewish belief are bound up with the land of their fathers. 
They have been able to rescue desert wastes and transform 
_ them into smiling fields, yielding produce, merely because, 80 it 


_ would seem, Palestine and Jew meet with the completeness of 


positive and negative. They have proved the one fecundating 
pollen in the anther of Palestine. Thus Jews, especially 
because they are landless, if not homeless, form a potential 
force of infinite value just now to the Turkish Empire. The 
experimental colonisation that has proceeded there has produced 
proof as sure and certain as Holy Writ of the capacity of Jew and 
Palestine soil to produce of the very best. Wise statesmen, 
anxious for the future of Turkey, desirous of establishing her 
firmly, would encourage, and not neglect, the force that is 
waiting for employment. They would stop the terrible waste of 
human material inyolved in migration of Russian Jews to 
America and Canada and England, the transformation of them 
from the enforced Pale of Settlement to the self-formed ghattos 
of the western world. They would turn the human stream to the 
spot on earth, their contiguity with which would prove mosi 
productive both for them and for the particular spot on earth. | 


» 


All these considerations, it is necessary to insist, 
should be borne in mind, irrespective of Zionism, ltoism, or 
any. ‘ism,’ of any other kind. Mr. Zangwill’s efforts to 
find for Jews a territory is commendable as palliative to 
‘the immediate needs in which circumstances have placed 
so large a portion of the Jewish people. Emigration 
diverted from overcrowded areas to a land specifically 

- reserved for Jewish emigrants would be a vast improvement on 
the wild scramble of our people from the Pale of Settlement 
into the over-crowded ghettos which they form in the western 
world. To become an agriculturalist in Augola must be prefer- 
able to becoming a slum-dweller in Whitechapel or the Bowery. 
The change cannot fail to make for the betterment, physical and 
moral, of those who select Itoland, when it is established, rather 
than New York or;London, in exchange for Berditcheff and Lodz. 
To that extent the scheme with which Mr. Zangwill has identified 
bimself must be helpful, if successful, and all to the good, if 
accomplished. It has been good for our people to migrate to 
Buenos Aires and the open districts of Canada out of the 
Russian environment in which their lives are at best a choked 
existence. But, the emigrant in Buenos Aires still speaks of 

~ Russia as his home. Thesettler in Palestine ie, and feela and 
knows that once there he is at home, a Jew in the Jew's espe- 

cially proper place. | 
The Jewish migrant who has found refuge in Baron Hirsch’s 

Colony, like the one who finds comparative salvation in the 

purlieus of western slums, thanks God that he is out of the 

House of Bondage, and released from his Russian taskmaster. 

The Jew who settles in Palestine blesses the Almighty that he 

has been permitted to become a denizen of the land which has 
been the objective of 2,000 years of the Jew's suffering and the 

Jew’s hope.

Some of.us are filled with the sentiment despite our objections 
to the Movement and the Organisation, and notwithstanding 
that we are out of accord with the methods pursued, and the 
manner in which the Movement is being, and has from its initia- 
tion, been carried on, All, however,are not blessed with like 
spiritual comprehension. Dislike of Zionism and its work bas 
tended sometimes to estrange from the Palestine idea those in 
whom Jewish sentiment is none too strong, 

In the opportunity which is now opening up of revivifying 
Palestine—and we Jews are the best to accomplish the great 
work—we owe it to the world, to humanity at large, to our. 
selves, to our past history, as well as to our future, not to allow 
the opportunity to slip by because we have throughout found 
ourselves out of accord with the Movement specially identified 
with Palestine. If Turkey in Asia is to be reorganised by the 
Powers, and government under European influence is to be set 
up in denominated portions, then Jews should not refuse to 
take upon themselves as their contribution to the resurgence 
of the Turkish Empire the monitorship of Palestine. In this 
way they can best bring to the land, in their brethren, the only 
human force in the world that appears specifically adapted to 
the purpose of making of Palestine a great power in the Turkish 
Empire. This is not the business alone of any organisation or 

. association, nor is it referab!e for consummation to any “ism ” 
or programme, It is the chartered duty of the Jewish people. 
An observance of that duty will yield its rich harvest in the 
future of the Jewish people. Negligence will raise up for the 
Jewish people a crop of untold trouble in the years that 
aretocome. Itis impossible to neglect duty withimpunity.... 


In the critical time which is now beginning for the land of 
our fathers, the Jew as Jew, and rot as member of any organisa: 
tion or sect, not as an adherent of any movement, has a distinct 
obligation cast upon him. It is an obligation which falls upon 
the whole of Jewry everywhere, and not merely in any single 
country or any single place. We have no right to do other- 
wise‘than help to foster the sense of obligation, to encourage 
those forces for Palestine which will revive, resuscitate, and 
cause to flourish that Turkish province. We Jews should 
apply to Palestine the words of Lord Milner, of whose new 
book the opportunity was afforded me of seeing an early copy. 
Writing of Imperialism in “The Nation and the Empire,” 
the ex-Pro-Consul—who spoke. words containing so much 
wisdom at the Anglo-Jewish banquet concerning Jews— 
says: “It isnot a question of .... square milesorless. It is 
a question of preserving the unity of a great race, of 
enabling it by maintaining that unity, to develop freely on its 
own lines, and to continue to fulfil its distinctive mission in this 
world.” Wecan apply the sentence and the sentiment without 


a letter of alteration—except to italicize it in our mind as has . 


. been done here in print—to Palestine and the Jewish people, 


Lord Milner’s words thus adopted must touch a réverberating 


chord in the heart of any Jew worthy of being one. 


If we have called to the land for 2,000 years in strident tone 
swearing undying allegiance to the faith bound up with it, there 
can now be discerned, it would seem, a whispering voice from 
the land telling us that the time is af hand when our solemn 
protestation will be put to the test of actuality. That still, 


small voice will wax and strengthen, and anon will be echoing 


our strident tones. It will be bad for Jewry, and worse for 

Judaism, if the inviting command fall on ears spiritually deaf, 

if it strike souls spiritually numbed. 

There is but one question that, ten years after the above was 
written, remains. Itis the “acid test” of Jews and Judaism at this 
critical moment in our history. The call of the land to our people 
without distinction of any kind has to-day waxed strident, loud, 
and insistent. Will there be an answering voice from world-Jewry— 
bearing a response worthy of the cause, worthy of the land and all 
for which it stands, in the past, in the present, and in the future, 
for the Jew ?

Death of the Rev. Gerald Friedlander. 


‘We deeply regret to record the death, very suddenly from heart 
failure, of the Rev. Gerald Friedlander, Minister of the Western 
Synagogue, who passed away last Wednesday, in his fifty-third year, 
His health had not been robust for some months, and a specialist 
But even then no immediate 
danger was anticipated: in fact, the deceased was engaged in 
conversation only a few minutes before he died. 


Gerald Friedlander was born in London on December 2nd, 1871. He 
was a son of Mr. Myer Friedlander, who was a member of the 
Bayswater Synagogue. He was educated at a Seminary in Hanover, 
In June, 1897, 
Mr. Friedlander was appointed Minister and Secretary of the Western 
Synagogue, a position which he filled with credit and distinction 


up to the time of his death. He celebrated the completion of twenty-— 


ive years’ actual ministration at the synagogue last December, when, 
after a special service in the synagogue (at which the Chief Rabbi, in 
the course of a sermon, paid a tribute to Mr, Iriedlander’s unswerving 
adherence to the straight path of Jewish duty) an address and a testi- 
monial were presented to him. 

In addition to his synagogue work, the deceased, who had also filled the 
office of Hebrew master at University College School, gave free religious 
instruction at several institutions, and was actively associated with the 
Westminster Jews’ Free School. He aiso frequently delivered lectures 
He was married in May, 1898, 
at Hambarg to Miss Anna Liepmann of that city, who, with a son and 
daughter, survives him. One of his brothers is Mr. Arthur M. Fried- 
iander, formerly choirmaster of the Bayswater Synagogue and an 
authority on Jewish music. | 

The deceased was one of the most doughty opponents of “ Liberal” 
Jewish teaching. The correspondence coiumns of the Jewish Chronicle, 
to which he was @ frequent contributor, have often borne witness to his 
anremitting championship of orthodox doctrine. A letter from Mr. 
Friedlander appeared in the Jewish Chronicle as recently as the issue of 
The writer expressed his intention of dealing with certain 
statements by “ Benammi” from the pulpit during the forthcoming High Holy 
Days. Thatintention, unhappily, was destined to remain untuifilied.: 

Mr. Friedlander was the author of a number of works on Jewish 
literary and ‘historical subjects. The works include “An English 
Rendering of the Pirké de Rabbi Eliezer,” “Jewish Sources of the 
Sermon on the Mount,” “ Laws and Customs of Israel,” ‘ Hellenism and 
Christianity,” “ Rabbinic Philosophy and Ethics,” “Jewish Fairy Tales,” 


and “Shakespeare and the Jew.” 


The burial will be this afternoon at the cemetery of the Western 
Synagogue in Edmonton. The cortege will leave the synagogue in Alfred 
Piace at 2.45. Rabbi Sir Hermann Gollancz wil! officiate. He will also 


ofliciate at a memorial service which will be held at the Western Syna- 


coguc on Sunday, the 2ad of September, at four o'clock. 


Mr. M. A, COHEN, B.A. 

‘Mr. M. A. Cohen, B.A., who died at the Sydney Hospital, after a 
brief illness, at the end of’ June, was the Headmaster of the New South 
Wales Board of Jewish Education Classes. The decessed, who was in 
his seventy-second year, was a native of London, and received his educa- 
tion at Jews’ College. He was at one time on the staff of the Jews’

The Jewish Maternity Home. 


Mrs. Model's Reply. 


The Jewish World of yesterday published the following letter from 
Mrs. A. Model, in reply to the observations made in its previous issue 
(reprinted in last week’s Jewish Chronicle) concerning the statements 
reported to have been made at the inquest upon Mrs. Sadie Freedman, 
Who had been an inmate of the Jewish Maternity Home, and had after- 
wards died from the effects of puerperal fever contracted there :

5in,—My attention has been called to the 
in the Jewish i ‘orld, relating to the Jewish Maternity Home, and the 
-unfortanate case ofa young mother who died two months after her 
confinement there. It is a thousand pities that you should have 
published such matter without first having taken the trouble to 
ascertain from an authoritative source whether there was not a 
complete answer to the charges made. ; 

The reputation of the Jewish Maternity Home is such as to sive 
me the choice of leaving your charges unanswered, but | prefer to 
write to you, especially in view of the fact that the general Press 
bas been influenced by what you have said. 7 

In the course of a year there is an average of 300 deliveries at the 
Home, and cases of puerperal sepsis are very rare. While 
Such cases do from time to time occur—as they do at all maternity 
institutions they are less frequent with us on an average than at 
most other lying-in homes. 

During the course of the current year, we had had no such case 
until early in the month of May, aud then, unfortunately, two cases 
occurred in somewhat quick succession. All precautions were 
immediately taken and the ward was cleared on May Ist and 
thoroughly fumigated, and Dr. Tengelly, of the L.C.C., who is 
frequently on the premises in the exercise of her duties, gave permission 
for the re-admission of patients. On the 27th May, Mrs. Fre: dman 
was one of a number of patients admitted into the Home. Her eon- 
finement was normal, but on May 29th she showed signs of a 
temperature, and was attended to by Dr. Tennyson Mosse at 6.30 
p.m. On May 30th he again visited the patient at 9.30 a.m., and on 
the same day Dr. A. C. Palmer, Obstetric Consultant, who bad been 
notified of the case by Dr. Mosse, saw the patient, and on May. 31st 
when he saw the patient again, ordered her rc moval to the Homerton 
Hospital. The Medical Officer of Healta for Stepney was notified on 
the same day. 

So far from its being true that the patient was removed without 
any communication to the husband, the husband, who had been a 
daily visitor, was notified by special messenger sent out from the 
Home. The messenger found him out, but went on to the home «at 
the patient’s mother and brought her back to the Home, where the 
matter was fully explained to her, and she accompanied her daughter 
to Homerton Hospital. Subsequently Mrs, Freedman, who had been

Tha’ 
supervision is constant and unbroken. | | 
- It is satisfactory that you acknowledge that we were “aware of 
the danger,” and that “this was evidenced because the p’acs was 
thoroughly cleansed and everything boiled,” but [ may inform you 
that this happened prior to Mrs, Freedman’s admission, and it is an 
invariable practice carried out at our Home, as well as at any other 
Home, whenever thcre has been a case of fever, and that the process 
was again gone through after Mrs. Freedman’s removal to Homerton. 

That neither Dr. Tennyson Mosse nor Dr. A. C. Palmer was 
called at the inquest was no doubt due to the fact that the Coroner 
did not think their evidence necessary. It is for the Coroner to 

gummon witnesses, as your readers nodoubtknow. Itis accordingly 
very surprising that you should raise a doubt as to whether the case 
was attended to at the Home by a doctor, on the slender basis that 
such medical attendant was not called to giveevidence. Asa matter 
of fact the patient was attended to by two doctors from the moment 
the fever manifested itself, as I have explained above. 

I will pass over as puerile your suggestion that a case such as 


Mrs. Freedman’s, or indeed any case which was not absolutely 
normal, would be diagnosed by any person other than a medical man, | 


but it might be as well to inform your readers that besides our con- 
sultant Dr. A. C. Palmer, we have as a near neighbour Dr. Tennyson 
Mosse and Dr. Muriel Landau, both of whom answer our calls on 
short notice. 

No doubt a version of this incident was presented to you which 
you could not refrain from using, but in view of the position of the 
Jewish Maternity Home as one of our premier communal lnstitutions, 
1 wust ask you to publish this answer at length and prominently.

But that is 
surely & perverse view to adopt. The report upon which we based ouc 
observations appeared in the East London Advertiser—a paper the 
reliability of which is well-kaown--in its issue of August 4th. [t was, 
we have ascertained since receiving Mrs. Model's letter, supplied to 
our contemporary by a very competent reporter.

Instead of being annoyed with as and showing it, Mes. 
Model should have been grateful to us for giving her the

letter—facts, which it is “a thousand pities” wére, according to the 
report, twisted and parodied when placed before the Coroner at the 
inquest on Mrs. Freedman; why, it is not even easy to suggest. Indeed, 


Mrs. Model's letter challenges virtually the whole of our contemporary’s | 


report of the proceedings before Dr. Guthrie, and the extent to which 
what she tells us varies from the report can be seen from just a few 
examples. Not a word, for instance, appears in the report about any 
medical man having attended the deceased woman, or of her having been 
ordered by a medical man to the Homerton Fever Hospital. That wa 
regard as an all-important matter in this case, yet neither the midwife 
nor the matron, who gave evidence, said that any medical man had even 
seen the patient. This is the more remarkable, seeing that the matron — 
according to the report, of course—told the Coroner that “they had a 
visiting consultant three times a week, and in cases of emergency thoy 
could call upon a doctor who lived near.” The Ovroner, it is true, did 
refer to “the doctors,” but it was as being the best judges of what 
patients should have in the way of food when in the Maternity Home. 


What the Coroner was told. 


Mrs. Model (continues the Jewish World) is kind enough to 
Bay that our suggestion that a case such as’ Mrs. Freed.

Was the Coroner, we would ask again, told that before the poor woman |

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remarkable that the Coroner should have told the husband that the only 
valid complaint he seemingly had was that his wife was moved away tc 
the Fever Hospital without his knowledge. Mrs. Model tells us that it i, 
“false” to insinuate that at any period the Home had been exempt from 
inspection, or that the inspector or medical adviser in any way relaxed a 
atringent supervision. “ That supervision,” says Mrs. Model, “is constant 
and unkroken.” Yet, according to the report, an L.C.C. lady inspector, in 
giving evidence before the Coroner, said she had inspected the Home “at 
intervals up till the end of May,” and then it became one of the Homes 
exem pted by the Central Midwives’ Association from inspection. [t wasupon 
hearing that evidence that the Coroner remarked, “I cannot understand 
that (the ceasing of inapection) in view of there having been an epidemic 
of puerperal fever.” Whether that term was an exaggeration, as Mrs. 
Model atates, or not, it was the Coroner who used i6 and not ourselves, 
as she is apparently persuaded. And, frankly, we do not understand 
why the Coroner should have used that expression in relation to the 
occurrence if he had been told that only two cases of puerperal fever had 
occurred. Dr. Guthrie must surely have been left under the impression 
that there were many more.

But as 
to that, the paper concerned can‘no doubt take care of itself. It was, 


however, as we say, Mrs. Model's business, or at loast the business of 


someone connected -with the Home, to have impugned the report out of 
hand, and not by remaining silent allow the public to conclude that 
the report was accepted as true. Further, for herto ignore the fact that 
we based the whole of our comments upon that report, and to treat our 


observations asif thoy were independent of it, strikes us as more than 


a ‘thousand pities.” . | 

Our business in the matter, in the circumstances, was surely quite 
plain, and we performed it to the best of our ability. {na the interests of 
the community, as well as of the Home, it was our duty to get all 


the facts of the matter before the public. Surely, when we read — 


that a Coroner of the experience of Dr. Guthrie had said that the 
evidence given before him had 80 prejudiced the reputation of this 
Jewish Home that he thought it desirable to go into the case very 
fully so that the Home's reputation might be re-established, our duty, 
as aJewish newspaper, was to call attention as we did to the case, and to 
the questions which seemed to us to need explaining that arose out of 
the report of the inquest. Perhaps, however, Mrs. Model will say that 
the Coroner did not so express himself, and that the sentiment was 
merely the reporter's imagination. Be that as if may, as a resulé of our 


criticism, we have Mrs. Model's complete explanation, which otherwise, 


presumably would never have seen the lightof day. And yet she com. 
‘plains! That seems to us, on Mrs. Model's part, as ungrateful to us as 
“it is inconsistent with the heart and soul interest she has ever shown in 
the institution. | 7

C€.—Jewish Eating Houses. 


Jewish poets, philosophers, and men of action have been immortalised 


in literature, but the Jewish restaurateur has not, in Western Europe - 
‘at least, received that meed of praise which without question is his due. 


Does ho not supply a want for the children of his people which for many 


‘makes life agreeable? 1s not his house as it were an island of Jewish- 


ness in an ocean of Gentile hotels? He ie one of the institutions of 


- Jewry, and truly his price is far above rubies. 


By Jewish eating houses I mean those which set out to cater for the 
requirements of Jews who are, in the words of the advertisement, 
‘strictly kasher.” The term at once suggests an atmosphere—of succulent 


_lockshen soup, of social good fellowship, and of that sense of being at 


home which the Jew manifests in the Chevrah (or the synagogue) as well 
as in the eating house. For him Religion is not a thing apart; it colours 
his whole existence, including eating no less than praying. Kasher 


- denotes for him not only adherence to traditional routine where food is 


concerned, but also cleanliness. Is not cleanliness next to Godliness? 
The best-known Jewish eating houses may not always be able to. 
compare in cleanliness, or perhaps spotiessness would be the better word, 


with the world-renowned restaurants in the various Huropean capitals, but 


their standards in the main are quite tolerable. It depends on the situa- 
tion, the country, and the grade of comfort. : | | 

_ In my mind Jewish eating houses are divided into three categories. 
Tho first comprises what may be termed Kasher City restaurants, mostly 


ip the great capitals, where merchants end traders who do not go home 


to their mid-day meal sit down to lunch. You may find them in London, 
in Amsterdam, in Berlin, in Vienna, in Frankfort, even in Manchester. 
They generally thrive on the custom ofa regular clientéle, and passing 
visitors or occasional patrons swell the number of those who support 
the establishments. Some come because they are really particular 
abont the dietary laws ;. others because they like the cooking : 
others again who neither care for Jewish laws or cookery, come 
because they are clanpish. I ‘have been told of a Jewish eating house 
in one European capital being thronged on Friday nights by hosts of Jews 
who during the rest of the week are not particular about their food. The: 
attraction? A special dish of carp done in what I believe is termed 


Polish sauce, a Friday night speciality. It is significant that in these - 


restaurants, waiters when requested to bring white coffee 
after a meat dinner have to inform Jewish customers that 
such a mixture is not allowed ‘by the rules of the house. The 
question of payment for meals on the Sabbath may also become 
acute. If you are not very particular about such things, you pay on the 
spot, and in many houses payment is taken; if you are what is known as 
strict, you pay on Sunday for what you have consumed on the Sabbath 
Day, while, if you possess a specially strong sense cf what is right, you 
pay for Sabbath meals in advance. 

There are degrees of Kashruth as there are degrees in goodness of 
character. Some Jewish eativg-houses are all that they should bein 
regard to ritual food requirements. Bot there are others whicb are a 
trap for the unwary. Well do 1 recollect the experiences of a friend. 
of wine in Munich. A stranger in the town, he sought high and low 
for a Jewish restaurant. At length he lighted upon a place which 
appeared to be bis goal. . True, its aspect was on the whole cleaner and 
more sumptuous than is the wont of strictly Kasher eating houses. On 
the other hand, it was situated down a side street. My friend gave the 
establishment the benefit of the doubt, and patronised it.one or two days. 
Bubsequently he discovered that while the restaurant in question was 
carried on by a Jéw, i¢ had no claim to being Kasher. You could obtain 
there bacon and eggs as well as gefiiliie fish. 

An organised attempt to list strictly Masher establishments thos hag 
its value, and the work of the Kashruth Commission in London, or of the 
Hamburg Society engaged in similar activity for the whole of Europe, 
deserves to be supported even by those Jews who have ceased to care 
Jor these things. As long as there is a demand for Kasher food (or for the 
matter of that Shechita); it is surely the duty of a Jewish community to 
lend its influence to satisfy the demand. The individual Jew does ashe 
wishes in the matter: for the community there can be only one policy, 
even though those who make the demand are in a smal! minority. 

In my first category I placed the City restaurant; my second com- 
prises the Jewish eating house, often attached to a boarding house, at 
ne or other of the English sea-side resorts. The former are open all the 
year round ; the latter for the most part only during the summer months. 
They vary in quality, as their dishes vary in quantity. They cater for 
different social groups, and on the whole it may be said that they give 
satisfaction to their respective patrons, even though they are sometimes 
circumscribed in elbow room. But with some exceptions, they are, in 
all probability, no worse, and a good deal better, than non-Jewish eating 
(and boarding) houses of the same character. At any rate, they 
Provide a feeling of home away from home—especially on Friday evenings, 
and as long as they succeed in doing this, no small matter for the Jew 
they may be certain of retaining their extensive patronage. 

My third category contains the very jewels of Jewish eating houses, 
I refer to the well-known establishments at watering places on the 
Continent, They may be described as Jewish landmarks on the map of 
Pa To know their location is part of the liberal education of many 
Pa to be acquainted with their proprietors is no small honour. Within 
i peo, are assembled, during their respective seasons, the very cream 
ote: meek plety; on Friday evenings their tables are a joy to the 

sal all those who love Jewish customs. Though they may be far 
slseunaiae the Jewish housewives bless the Sabbath lights which are 
eh on the dinner table, and if they are stuck in empty wine bottles, 
atofthat? Is the joy they disseminate any the less worth? Does 


Rot the special Sabbath soul come with their kindling, and are the 


ministering Angels who visit Jewish homes on Friday evenings absent 
from the glad throng? Many a time is Kiddush recited ; because the 
family is on holiday, is the father to be deprived of his wonted habit? So 
you may hear varieties of tunes and see differences of Minhag! 
, One man holds the Kiddusk cup in one way, another in 
another. These Jewish eating houses are veritable schools of Minhay. 
Each group brings its own special way of doing things. Tbere are varia- 
tions in Minhag as there are variations in skull caps. Some of the latter 
are large and spacious, covering the head in amplitude ; others are tiny, 
just small enough to hide the bald pate of the wearer. There are also 
varieties in tunes. On one occasion 1 remember how different groups 
bang the Grace after meals in different fashions. But that was a good- 
natured competition, a competition, as the old Rabbis would have 
ald, which was in honour of the Name of Heaven. Not so, another 
competition 1 witnessed, likewise on a Friday evening. The meal 
was over; the groups were beginning to tune up for mbynas ““w. From 
one end of the room a bundred throats were singing the Psalm to the tune 
of Hatikvah, but at the other end sat a group of Aggudists, and they 
attempted to drown the Zionist music—a controversy that was hardly 
creditable. These oppositions are met with. in life; it is only natural, 
therefore, that they should be found also in Jewish eating houses. But 
they are comparatively rare. 

As a rule the harmony of a holiday mood prevails in these establish- 
mente, especially in the synagogues which may be found in almost all of 
them. What would these Jewish eating houses be without their syna- 

—gogues? Bodies without souls, nature without laws. Often enough the 
little prayer-room is only an additional dining room, and it is no uncommon 
sight to see eating and praying going onatthesametime. Whynot? Religion 
hallows the whole of life, and when Jews eat they do not forget the 
Great Giver. | 

Specifically Jewish dishes are the pride of these establishments; 
pot one but offers its patrons Sialet on the Sabbath Day. Somehow 
they understand how to minglo the ingredients better than other folk. 
Jt. must bave bcen the Shalet of some Jewish eating house that Heine 
called “Jewish ambrosia,” for, truth to tell, the Shalet of these 
establishments attracts on the Sabbath many Jews who do not eat 
kasher during the week. These one-day-a-weekers may relish the S/ialet, 
but they miss the sweet and witty discourse of the Rabbi visitors, often 
two and three at a time. From distant lands they came; they speak 
strange tongues. But.hear them join in singing Table Hymns, and you 
might think you were in an ancient ghetto. Perhaps this is the true 
charm’ of these Jewish eating houses. They are able to keep alive 
something of the ghetto spirit, and in an age of prose 
they’ make a pretence at least of cultivating poetry. _ More- 
over, tolerance reigns under their roof. Those who eat with un- 
covered heads fraternise with those, men and women, who aro strict 
devotees of some permanent form of head gear, and vice-versa. This, 
too, accords with the bestin Jewish life. Variety there will always be—of 
views, of customs, of beliefs, of conduct. But brotherliness may prevail 
despite variety, and it is for their fraternal spirit that I love the Jewish 
eating houses at the Continental summer resorts.

ATTACK ON THE PALESTINE CHALUZIM. 


The Work of the Agudah. 
By HARRY AARON GOODMAN. 


Nota few attempts have been made to solve the innumerable 
problems which confront Jewry as a whole throughout the diaspora. 
The Alliance Israélite, the lodges of the B’nai Brith, and most recently the 
Zionist Movement, all have grown up from the sufferings and trials of the 
Jewish people, all have been an almost desperate attempt to alleviate and 
heal the pangs of the Galuth. Wherever anti-Semitism flourished, 
wherever Jews dwelt, there these movements were as a light of 
salvation, gleaming through the dark Galu/h night. 

But orthodox Jewry could not whole-hearted!y support these move- 
ments, praiseworthy though they undoubtedly were; could not see in 
them an end to their many’ difficulties. At the best, the Torah was 


- declared to be a private question, the concern of the individual; at the 


most, orthodox Jews were but tolerated within these organisations as & 
necessity in order to achieve the whole. 

The Torah a private matter, not concerning the nation asa whole ? 
Sucha theory seemed impossible, for atthe best the Jewish people would 
be saved, but Judaism for ever lost. Throughout the centuries the Jew 
has carried his burden gladly. For him spiritual joy atoned for material 
sufferings. Judaism was not some indefinite changing political dream, 
but a Glearly-defined, confirmed through centuries, religious ideal, a path 
of life handed down and gladly accepted from generation to generation. 
Zionism tmight find a land, even a Holy Land, but the soul would ba lost, 
Israel would become a people like others. | 

And then there broke out a wave of irreligion among tho Jewish 
masses, which spread like a contagious disease over the people. This 
was no local problem, but a cancer eating away the life of the nation. 
The individual religious Jew did not fear, but the people as a whole wer3 
being attacked. livery factor, economic, spiritual, scientific, national, 
all combined in this attack on the soul of the people. : 

How shall Judaisiu be saved? How can we help the people and not 
lose its spirit? As an answer to these questions came the Agudath 
Israel to raise the prestige of the Torah, to maintain it holy and pure 
among young and old, once and for all to re-plant it as the foundation 
stone cf every phase of Jewish life. Naturally such a world-organisation 


- must face economic and political questions. Were not the vast majority 


of its followers in those eastern European countries where the pangs of 
the Galuth were most felt? Here political and financial help would be 


accorded, solidarity shown in all matters affecting the people asa 


whole. 

And Palestine? For the Torah-Jew Eretz Yisrael is no innovation, 
no discovery of modern Jewish nationalism, but an integral part of the 
Jewish raison d'etre. For him Eretz Yisrael was as essential as the 
Sabbath or Kashruth, the birthplace of his people, the Promised Land 
and hallowed home of his forefathers. To rebuild Jerusalem, to help in 


the re-settiement there, to create industries and help agriculture—all | 


theso tasks the Acudah set itself. 

_ Over ten years have now elapsed since Kattowitz saw the birth ofthe 
Agudah. The war came when its firat Knessio Gedaulo had already been 
convened, and the hostilities of the nations tore it to pieces. But the 
seed planted at Kattowitz has since flourished and prospered. With flery 
enthusiasm its branches and groups have beeu building up with the one 
ideal before them, to maintain Judaism andthe Jewish people through 
the spirit of the Torah. : 

‘The Agudah has become a powerful organisation. Its representatives 
sit in parliaments, on political and economic councils. It counts its 
adherents by the hundred thousand, spread throughout every country 
where Jews live. Its schools and Yeshiboth, its orphan homes, and its 
many other institutions have become essential parts of Jewish comrounal 
life. The Agudah saved seventy Jewish communities in Germany from 


ruin, it rescued from starvation and possible death many hundreds of © 


orphans of the war, and is rearing and educating them in special homes 
in Baden. Its philanthropic system in Vienna aroused the admiration 
of the recent Jewish Women’s Congress in that town. The Agudah has 
created an International Rabbinical Council, the elected representatives 
of local rabbinical councils in every country where an Agudah organisa. 
tion exists. It inchides among its members fifty of the greatest spiritual 
leaders of Israel alive to-day. Names such as the Chofetz Chaim of 
Radin, Sonnenfeld of Jerusalem, Breuer of Frankfort, Grodinski of Vilna, 
Klein of New York, Zirelsohn of Kishineff, Perlmutter of Warsaw, Furst 
of Vienna—men who are the symbol of the spirit of our People, who prove 
that we aro different to the other nations of the world. 


And now the Agudah again convenes its first Anessio Gedaulo, its Great | 


Assembly. In Vienna there are meeting nearly a thousand elected repre- 
Bentatives of the great orthodox Jewish masses, the spiritual and lay 
leaders of cur paople to-day. The Knessio will not only be a meeting of 
the representatives of orthodox Jewry throughout the world, not only 
the re-creation of Klai Yisrael, the re-birth of the army of the Lord, but 
also a source of power for future work, for spiritual and material activi- 
ties in the service of the Jewish community, by the acceptance of the 
Torah alone as its soyereigu. The Anessio will deal with every problem 
which to-day confronts our people, spiritual and political, economic and 
social; but over all will be the watchword, only through the Torah can 
Eretz Yisrael and Am Yisrael survive. | 

The Anessio Gedaulo calls the descendants of Sinai to its deliberations 
during this solemn Ellul month. Jews of every shade of religious and 
political thought can but greet its assembly, can but trust‘and pray with 


those who go to Vienna that its deliberations may be fruitful and send 


forth a message of hope and salvation to the people of Israel. 


Opening Session, 


VIENNA, August 16th. 


The Knessio Gedaulo, first Congress of the Jewish Orthodox World 
a Agudath Israel, was opened here yesterday afternoon at the Renz 
rcus. 
Two hundred and sixty delegates have already arrived for the 
Congress. The Congress Bureau states that there are altogether 900 


Presidium, 


delegates, who have been elected and will arrive within a day or two, 
The Congress will last fora week. Over 800 persons, including visitors, 
were in attendance at the opening ceremony. All journalists were 
instructed to wear their hats. nee 

The majority of the delegates from the Western countries are wearing 
‘silk bats in place of the skull-cap, and the Congress is for that reason 
largely reminiscent of a Parliamentary meeting. 

Poland is represented by 242 delegates, Germany by 45, Czecho-. 
Slovakia by 21, Rumania by 26, America by 14, England by 11, and 
Palestine by 8. 

Dr. PINCHAS COHEN, member of the Executive, welcomed the delegates 
to what he described as the first World Congress of Orthodox Jewry. 
Greetings were brought by special representatives of the Chancellery and 
the Ministries for Social Welfare and for Foreign Affairs. Letters wers 
read from the President of the Austrian Republic, Dr. Hainisch, from the 
‘Premier, Professor Seipel (a Catholic priest), and from Dr. Johann 
Schober, ex-Premier, and now Police Chief of Vienna. 

The delegates were greeted by the CHOFETZ CHAIM, the venerabic 
Gaon of Kadin, who is eighty-five years ofage. He blessed the delegates 
with the blessing of the Cohanim. He was followed by Deputy SCHAPIROo 
(Poland), and by Mr. LOEWENSTEIN (Ziirich), who read out a resolution to 
he addressed to the League of Nations. The Congress sends its greeting to 
the Lvacie of Nations, the representative of States and peoples, and hopes 
it will bring about reconciliation and peace between all nations and States, 

Lhe opening ceremony was then adjourned for Mincha service. 


At the continuation of the opening ceremony, Rabbi Rvusin, of 


Jerusalem, brought greetings to the Congress from Rabbi Diskin and 


Rabbi Sonnenfeld, the leaders of the Urthodox community in Jerusalem. 
Rabbi EPSTEIN, head of the famous Yeshibah, of. Slobotka, in 
Lithuania, complained that the Torah was being “ pogrommed,” the soul 
of the Jewish people was being persecuted. He said that he referred to 
be irreligious immigrants into Palestine, who had discarded the Law of 
srael, . 

Deputy Levin (Poland) urged the Congress to adopt an attitude of 
conciliation. They should not enter into conflicts, but should unobtru. 
sively continue with their own constructive activity. 
| Chief Rabbi Senator ZIRELSOHN (Rumania) said that wherever the 
Jewish people was in need, the Agudath Israel had arisen and had 


brought it aid. The Chaluzim and the students of the Gymnasium at. 


Jafta were strange to the altar of Judaism and were, therefore, outside 


the Jewish people. ‘The Jewish people that lives according to the 
tradition of Judaism, he said, is here. 


Deputy DUBIN, of Latvia, said that his joy at the gathering of the 


Agudah at this first Congress was incomplete. He could not forgét that — 


the greatest Jews, those who would have been their chief ornament at 


the Congress, were groaning under the yoke of Bolshevism, were being 


persecuted, and their religious feelings flouted. : 


Deputy Dubin was followed by Deputy NISSIM NAHUM, of Bagdad, | 


and by Mr. STERNBUCH, of Basle, who said that the Agudath Israel 
desired peace and co-operation with all other sections of Jewry, but the 
Zionists rejected all advances and did not wish to arrive at an under- 


standing with them, 


Thursday's Proceedings. 
VIENNA, August 16th. 


On Thursday morning, the Congress proceeded to the election of a 

Chief Rabbi Senator Zirelsohn (Kishineff) .was elected 
President. The rest of the Presidium consists of Rabbi Grodzinsky, 
Rabbi Epstein (head of the Zlobotka Yeshibah), Deputies Schapiro, Levin 
and Kirschbraun (Poland), Rabbi Katz (Slovakia!, Messrs. Loewenstein and 


‘Thumin (Vienna), Hollander, Wreschner and Rosenheim (Frankfort), 


Pinchas Cohen, Isaac Meir Levin, <ud Rabbi Horowitz (Jerusalem), 
Munk (Berlin), Ehrentread (Munich), Breuer (Frankfort), Levithan 
(Christiania), Schorr (Bucharest), Weber (Slovakia), Cohen (Cairo), 
Leiner (Radzin), the Rabbi of Sokol, Morgenstern and Lodski (Ostrov), 
Klatzkin (Lublin), Slagter (Kotterdam), Goldschmidt and Hirsch (Haiber- 
stadt), Spira (Antwerp), Professor Lieben (Prague), Guggenheim (Basle), 
Schlesinger (Hamburg), Senator Mendelsohn (Poland), and the German 
Deputy, Stermpel. 

Mr. ROSENHEIM (Frankfort) delivered an address on “The Agudath 
Israel as Aim and Kealisation.” He contended that the Agudah must 
grow outwards, He was opposed to bringing in other bodies, Mr. 


_ Rosenheim announced that the Agudath Rabbanim had sent a special 


mission to Vienna to open negotiations for an understanding between 
the Mizrachi and the Agudath Israel. | 

At the afternoon session, Mr. BREUER, one of the initiators of the 
Agudath Israel movement, submitted the draft statutes of the Agudath 
Israel World Organisation. He said that the aim of the Agudath Israel 
was the aim of Traditional Orthodox Jewry, the aim of those who 
observed the Torah. All who agreed with that aim were nolens volens 
Agudists. For the Agudah it was not enough to have a constitution and 
Statutes. The Agudah was ruled by something much higher than 
statutes, it was ruled by the Law of God, by the Torah. The Torah had 
the right of rulership over the Jewish people and was eternal, even as 


eternal as the longing of the Jewish people for the land of its God. The © 


exile could only be ended in one possible way—by the return to God and 
to the Torah, not by political agitation, by political negotiations, by the 
wiliof men. Palestine, like Israel, was in exile. The Agudath Israel 
placed the question of Eretz Israel as the centre of its activity. The 
Torah was not a private concern, neither was it a question on which 
Jews could be neutral. The Torah refused to be merely tolerated. It 
demanded to be the ruler in the hearts of the Jewish people. Those who 
refused to place the Torah above ali else thereby excluded themselves 
from the Jewish people. All who were unfaithful to the Torah destroyed 


a i of the Jewish people, and could not be accepted into the 
gudah. | 


The constitution provides for the convocation of a Knessio Gedaulo | 


every five years. In addition, a Central Council of a hundred delegates 


will meet annually. The present Knessio Gedaulo is in the nature of & 
constituent assembly. 


A Commission was elected for the purpose of dealing with questions 
relating to the Jewish Agency, the international relations of the Agudath 
Israel, political matters in the individual countries, and especially 
questions relating to an understanding with the Mizrachi, and the work 
in Palestine. Committees were also appointed to deal with financial 
matters on the taxation principle, as hitherto the party has been financed 
by individual persons; on organisation; on the establishment of an 
Agudath Israel Bank; on constitution and on social welfare. A Logitima- 
tion Commission was also appointed for the purpose of examining the 


credentials of the delegates to the Congress, There are two English

The political group, however, appears to have gained the upper hand, 
and the Congress is assuming a constantly more political characier. The 
greater part of the Congress would welcome co-operation with other 
Jewish parties, but the extremists are attacking all such proposals. 


At to-day’s meeting (Friday) the debate on the draft statutes was 
opened by Rabbi FERBER (London), who urged. the Congress to come to 
an understanding with the other Jewish parties, especially with the 
Mizrachi. The Mandatory Power, he said, respected the rights of the 
Orthodox Jews. The British Parliament was open to all Jewish parties, 
No one was depriving them of the Torah. They should, therefore, go 
about things quietly, without anger and turmoil, do their work peacefully, 
and not engage in conflicts. He knew that the other Jewish parties were 
desirous of having peace. ‘The first duty of the Congress was to hold out 
the hand of peace. 

Rabbi LEVIN (Bendin) urged that the statutes of the Agudath Israel 
should provide for the needs of the religious educational institutions, 

Mr, BREUER, the prime. mover iu the foundation of the Agudah, 
adopted an intransigent attitude with regard to the proposal for an 
understanding with other Jewish organisations. There could beno peace 
with the wicked, All talk about reconciliation should be stopped, and the 
Agudah should go on with its work, sanctifying its organisation by achieve- 


ments. Outside bodies should not be brought in until the postulates of |

Monday's Proceedings. 
VIENNA, August 20th. 

On Monday morning, reports were delivered by the Palestine dele- 
gates on the situation in that country. The hall was half empty, in- 
contrast to its crowded appearance when one of the famous Kabbinical | 
orators is speaking. 

Rabbi AUERBACH, and Messrs. CHAGIS and KAHANE identified them- 
selves with the attitude of Rabbi Sonnenfeld, of Jerusalem, and criticised 
the partisan character of the Zionist work in Palestine. They urged at 
the same time, however, that the Agudath Israel should do practical work 
in Palestine. Let them leave politics to the Palestinian Jews, and send 
to Palestine people and money and building materials. 

Rabbi LWowicZ, Lithuania, demanded that the Congress should seek 
to establish unity of the Jewish people in the work of Palestine recon- 
struction. He protested against the reviling of the Zionists by certain of 
the delegates at the Congress. What they had to do was to build up 


Palestine, and go out themselves and settle there. 


The general debate was continued on Monday afternoon. 

The conciliatory tone of the Rabbi of Treves’ speech, urging co-opera- 
tion with the Mizrachi, made a deep impression on the Congress. The 
Rabbi declared that the Agudath Israel had to be absolutely impartial 
and avoid taking part in political conflicts. The tactics of the Agudah 
till now, he said, bad compelled a large number of Gaonim and promincut 
communal leaders to hold aloof from it. 

Rabbi WEISS, of Slovakia, replied that there could be no further com- 
promise. The Agudah had already made too many concessions. What 
they wanted was the hegemony cf the Torah in every sphere of Jewish 
life. Secular subjects should not be taught in Orthodox J ewish schools. 

Deputy KIRSCHBRAUN (Poland), stated on behaif of the Presidium of 
the Congress, that they would be prepared to accept the cc-operation in 
the work of the Agudath Israel organisation of men prominent in Jewish 
affairs, who had been nominated by the Rabbinica: Council. It was 
impossible, however, for the Agudah to co-operate with the Mizrachi, for 
the Mizrachists, instead of going to Vienna to participate it the first 
World Congress of Orthodox Jewry, had gone to the Zionist Congress at 
Carlsbad. They were following the orders of Weizmann, not those of 
the Rabbinical Council. | 

Mr, SIENKIEWICZ, representing the Agudath Israel Youth Organisa- 
tion of Warsaw, delivered a violent anti-Zionist speech, which evoked a 
storm of protests, not only from the Moderates, butalso from some rabbis 
of extremist views. Mr. Sienkiewicz declared that the Mizrachi were 
Reshoim and could. not. .be admitted into the circle of believers. 
Eventually, at the request of the Chairman, Mr. Sicakiewicz withdrew 
this remark,

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The Jewish Situation in Poland. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
; WITH 


Mr. J. COHEN LASK. 


xr. J. COHEN LASK, who has just returned from a month's 
stay in Poland after an absence of thirty odd years from 
his native country, brings back a distressing account of 
the situation of our coreligionists there, particularly in 
the smaller towns and villages. The whole non-Jewish Population, 
he says, is poisoned with anti-Semitism—an anti-Semitism which 
. despises Jews even more that it hates 
them. The daily pin-pricks from which 
the Polish Jew suffers are almost more 
unbearable than the pogroms of Russia. 
| Interviewed by a representative of 
the Jewish Chronicle, Mr. Lask said 
that he had been particularly struck 
with the evidences of all-pervading 
poverty in Poland, as well as by the 
heaps of ruins, sad relics of the war, 
which are especially prevalent in 
Kalisch. | 
“The population, and particularly the 
Jewish population,” he said, “are dressed 
very poorly, many of them being almost in 
rags, and in a large number of cases their 
spirit would seem to have been broken by 
their hardships. I visited a man who, 
some thirty or forty years ago, had been 
: my pupilin the Beth Hamedrash. I found 
him and his iarge family hungry and half naked, his children without 
‘even enough rags to cover them as they lay on the bare boards. This 


man and his wife eke out a bare living by taking round a few loaves 
for sale. | 


“TI was horrified,” continued Mr. Lask, “at the experiences with which 
I met on the Polish railways. When travelling on a suburban line, I met 
with the Wonder-Kabbi Saadja, of Zochlin. The venerable old man was 
jeere@ at and insulted by the non-Jewish passengers, and was obviously 
afraid lest personal violence might follow. It was my usual custom 
while in Poland to travel in third-class carriages, since by so doing 
[had more opportunity of coming into contact with the Jews and of 
observing the treatment accorded to them by the non-Jewish passengers, 
Passengers stood at the doors of some of the carriages, refusing to allow 
Jews to enter. I pushed my way by main force into one of these

carriages, and was greeted with a chorus of insults. On all sides one 


could hear murmurs of ‘Jud, Jiid, Jiidt’ On the railway station at 
Ostrov [ saw a boy of about twenty who was literally terrorising the 
Jewish passengers by going from one to another, and by his insults 
endeavouring to provoke a conflict. I went tothe guard, and demanded 
that be should fetch the police. After a good deal of argument 


he consented to do so, and a policeman was found in one of the 


railway carriages, where he had been hiding in order that he should 
not have to interfere with the Jew-baiter. I asked the Jews who were 
present why they had not protested against this treatment. [ was told 
that had they done so, the result would have been a riot, which would 
have been followed,by an official report to“the effect that the disturbances 
had been caused by the Jews. Although everyone would know the falsity 


of this charge, still witnesses would be found to substantiate it, and the 
Jews would be rigorously punished, 


“It is quite a usual sight in the early mornings'to see large numbers 
_ of women travelling on the trains. These are the wives of Jewish 
traders, whose husbands dare not use the railways on account of the 
insults and violence to which they would be subjected. There still 
exists in Poland some small remnant of chivalry, and Jewish women, 


although they frequently meet with insult and abuse, are rarely liable to 


yiolence.” 
_ What are the conditions in the towns ? | 
“Very bad. I witnessed shocking sights in the townletof Kolo. The 
Jews in the streets and in the markets are like skeletons. They have 


lost both their courage and their vitality. The Jewish shops, too, are 
empty. There is a government monopoly of certain goods, such as 
sugar and tobacco, and these are supplied exclusively to the Christian 
traders. Then again, there are numbers of agitators who, either by 
argament or by force, prevent customers from entering shops owned by 
Jews. It is no exaggeration to say that were it not for the support of 
their relatives in the United States, the United Kingdom and the 
Colonies, the Jews of Poland could not exist for a day. 


“From Kolo I proceeded to Lodz, the Manchester of Poland. The 


distress there is not 80 apparent as in the smaller towns: nevertheless, 
the situation of the Jewish population is not enviable. A Jew who stops 
in the street for a moment, even to speak to a friend, is liable to be 


arrested for ‘obstruction’ and fined 50,000 marks. An appeal would 
entail a day’s confinement in jail, s0 that the unfortunate man has nothing 
$0 do but submit to the extortion.” 


Did you visit the capital ? : 
“Yes. In Warsaw conditions, though far from satisfactory, are not 


so bad. Some of the Jewish inhabitants are well-to-do and live in the 


best quarter of the city, and many of the cafés are full of Jews. In spite 
of that fact, however, one never hears a word of Yiddish or of Hebrew in 
the streets; Polish is the only language that may be used, Assaults on 
Jews, too, are fairly common. For this, however, the police are not 
altogether to be blamed, since whenever they intervene on behalf of ong 
of our coreligionists they are jeered at as ‘Jewish slaves,” ~

The Study of Jewish History. 
SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the ‘' Jowtsh Chrontole,"' 


“Thou hast taken the Lord this day to be thy God . . . and 
the Lord hath taken thee this day to be @ peculiar people wrio 
himself."'—Deuteronomy xxve, 17-18. 

The range of Jewish history is remarkable. There is nothing liko if 
in the annals of any other people. The history of the world divides itse|t 
among three groups of nations. There are the most ancient civilised 
peoples of the East, the ancient classic peoples of the West, and tho 
modern Civilised peoples of Europe and America. The ancient peoples of 
the East were the earliest culture-bearers of the human race. But they 
s00n disappeared from the surface of history. They were either washed 
away by the floods of time, or they relapsed into semi-barbarism, or their 
growth was arrested. It then fell to the lot of the classic nations of the 


_ Weat to develop the spiritual treasures that had been bequeathed to them 


by these buried civilisations. And when their vitality was exhausted, 
these classic nations had to step aside and leave the work of progress to be 
taken up by younger and more energetic nations, who gave birth to the 
civilised peoples of to-day. What place does the Jewish nation hold in 
this series of developments? In which of the three historic groups are wo 


to include them? Do they belong to the most ancient peoples of tho — 


Orient, or to the classic nations of antiquity, or to the modern 
nations of the West? The Jewish people belong to all three. 
They stood at the threshold of history, for they were contemporary 
with the earliest civilised mations; they formed one of a triad 
with the Greeks and Romans as a people having a historic mission in tho 
Civilisation of the world. But unlike the Greeks and Romans, they havo 
survived to the present day to take their part in the fellowship of modern 
nations. So that the Jews differ from every other people in being 
omnipresent throughout the 4,000 years that compose the world’s known 
history. ‘They are at once the most ancient, and modern. They 
are a people, the thread of whose history runs continuously through al! 
histories down to the present day. — : 


But not only is the ranze of Jewish history exceptional, its contents | 
&re no less wonderful. Jewish history divides itself into two halves. — 
The first half deals with a nation which is a political entity, with a 


country and government and laws ofits own. In the second half the 
Jewish people is stripped of all tho tangible accompaniments of nationality, 
and yet it retains its unity, its originality. The reason of this is not 


difficult to explain. During the first period of independence there was — 


something in the life of the people of Israel that was unique. Outwardly 
their history presented the same features as other histories. It was a 
record of wars and internal disturbances, dynastic revolutions and class 
conflicts, But that was only on the surface of things. If we pierce below 
we perceive that there were latent within the people great powers of 
intellect, deep spiritual forces that were shaping the course of events. 
From the earliest times Israel showed himself to be a spiritual nation, a 
nation with a soul that expressed itself in the Sinaic Revelation, 
in the Law of Moses. From the beginning Israel is marked out 
from other nations as a people with an ideal calling. He “takes 
the Lord to be his God,” and as a logical consequence the Lord 
takes him to be His peculiar people, “ high above other nations in praise, and 
in name andinbonour.” And this spiritual aim is kept alivein the people's 
consciousness by a body of men to whose activity no parallel is to be found 
in the whole range of history—the Prophets of Israel. Asserting their 


independencs of the official priesthood, they sought by precept and. 


example to inspire the nation with lofty moral ideals. 

Then came the political revolution, which deprived the people of their 
country, and sent them as homeless wanderers on the face of the earth. 
Any other psople would have lost their identity, becoming gradually 
absorbed in the nations among whom they are scattered. Butthe Jewish 
people were called upon togo out into the world, and at the same time to 
prove that it is possible to live as a separate entity without any of tho 
external attributes of national life. By the strength of the spirit alone 
they were to weld together their scattered particles into a firm organism. 
Yet the history of Israel in its dispersion is not isolated from the history of 
mankind. The fortunes of the pilgrim people cross and recross those of 
other peoples. It enters as an integral part into all other histories; ail 
other histories become interwoven with its own. In dark times of 
oppression, the influence exercised upon Israel by other peoples is 
physical; in times of enlightenment and freedom it is intellectual. Wo 
are, and ever have been, pre-eminently an WI) OY, a spiritual people. 
Some of us have been sordid materialists, but the nation as a whole aud 
in its representatives has cherished godly ideals and clung to them wi th 


tenacity. And it is because we are an WT) OY that wo oan never suffor 


annihilation. You can destroy the body, but the spirit is immortal and 
therefore indestructible. However widely we may be dispersed, we 
carry within us a creative principle which ensures us everlasting 
existence. This principle, this spirit, is ever being fed by the inspiration 
we draw from a loving study of our records. In the light of our history 
we may read our duties to our own people and tothe world at large. Tho 
lessons are so evident that we cannot miss them. The appeal is 50 
direct that escape from it isimpossible. Hence the efforts that are boing 
made from to time to popularise the study of Jewish history are ful! of 


happy augury for the future. Train up a generation of JowsandJewosses 
to know the story of their past, and much will have been done for thd —

THE ZIONIST PROGRAMME. 


Congress Resolutions. 


[Below we give fuller accounts of the proceedings of the Zionist 

Congress at Carlsbad, briefly reported in our last 185Ue, 

which, together with later reports, bring up to date a complete 
record of the Congress. |

CARLSBAD, August LOth. 
A good deal of time was wasted this morning (Friday) in endeavouring 
to hold a plenary sitting, which was fixed for noon. Dr. SOLOVEITCHIK 
was down on the programme to deliver his report on the Jewish Agency 
question, As he was known to be an opponent of the proposals of Dr. 
Weizmann and the American delegation, there was some piquancy in 
aclecting him for this task, But thore was a meoting of shar holders of 
the Jewish Colonial Trust in progress and the hall was onty half full. 
Dr. Soloveitchik was seen to survey the ground and then leave the hall. 
He was absent when called upon to speak. A brief adjournment was 


agreed to. On the resumption, Dr. Soloveitchik was again absent, but — 


shortly afterwards entered the hall and declared that be would not give 
his report while a number of delogates were perforce absent. : 
Mr, MOTZKIN, who presided, interpreted this as a motion for the 
postponement of the sitting. uae 
Dr, ADLER, & delegate from Czecho Slovakia, urged that as the 
question of the Jewish Agency had already been fully dobatod, and as 
Dr. Soloveitchik had shown his contempt for the Congress by rcfusing to 
¢€'ve his report, they should proceed to the next business. 
Dr, MARGULIES, on the other hand, contended that it was a mistake 
to bave fixed that plenary sitting for the same timo as the Bank meeting.

SATURDAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


Dr. Soloveitchik on thé Jewish Agency, 


CARLSBAD, Aucust 8, 


On Saturday evening Dr. SOLOVEITCHIK delivered his report on tho | 


Jewish Agency and the World Congress. He spoke for noarly two hours 
with great rapidity, and very fow of the delegates were able to follow his 
linc of argument. He urged that the delegates should endeavour to get 
rid of pre-conceived notions. The issue bad been confused by Press 
agitation, and was not a question of whether or no the co-operation of non- 
Zionists should be sought, but as to the method by which that should bo 
accomplished. A great variety of opinions prevailed, even in the Execy 

tive. He went on to say that their difficulties arose from their successes, 


and their needs outran the capacity of their machinery. He declared 


that Article 4 of the Mandate did not lay it down that c}«ments outside 
Correspondence with tho 
olonial Office showed that in this matter the Government was quite 
disinterested, and the matter was left to them to decide. In his opinion 
the Jewish Agency would tend to become the chicf organ of tho 
upbuilding of Palestine whether they liked it or not. They must 
not think that it would be an easy matter to turn out anybody who 
had once been drawn in. They must remomber that this proposal 


meant an alteration in the Zionist Organisation and a new inter- 


national position, They must, therefore, carefully ponder the con- 
Kequences of what they did. ast year, at the Jahreskonferenz 
it had been decided that the best way of drawing in new elements was 
by means of a World Congress. He declared that there was no great 
enthusiasm on the part of the Executive for this proposal, although the 
preliminary enquiries showed that the bu'k of the rank and file wero 
favourable, It might well be that the Congress would draw in. no more 
ii.u any other method of enlarging the Agency, but at least it would be 
the honest democratic way. He was opposed to local elections, because 
the Agency had to represent the Jewish people and the Jews of various 
Countries. He suggested that there should be the same soheme of 
responsibility for the non- Zionist membersof the Agency as for the Zionists. 
Just as the Zionists had the Congress and the Actions Committee, so the 
non-Zionists should have a Congress and a Council, and as superstructure 
there should be two executives, which jointly should form the Agency. If 
in theinterim it Was necessary to make somo provisional arrangement, 
then the non-Zionist members should be subordinate to the Zionist 
representatives, The Congress would have to lay down precise directions 
and not give carte blanche to the Executive.

The Debate Continued.

There was no morning sitting on Sunday, the various Commissiona 

being in session. In the afternoon the debate on the Jewish Agency 

question was resumed. The first speaker was Dr ROSENBAUM, the 


Minister for Jewish Affairs in Lithuania, who stronc!y supported the 
prompt convention of the World Congress.’ He had a ncat answer for — 
Dr. Soloveitchik’sa assertion that the Executive had not displayed 


adequate enthugiasm for the World Congress. ‘T’he Executive, he said, 
had divided its: labours, and the question of the World Congress had beek 
handed over to Dr. Soloveitchik. Had he not cisplayed sufficient 
enthusiasm? Dr. Rosenbaum went on to say that )«° considered it was 
the moral and !tegal duty of the Zionist Organisation ‘o create a real 
representation of the whole of Jewry as foreshadow! in the Mandate 

He pointed out that they could not go on atthe present / repo; it would 
take sixty years at the present rate to accure an appreciable majority of 
Jews in Palestine. 

Au effective contribution to the debate was made by Dr. DAICIIFs, 
who declared that the speeches in opposition to the extension of the 
Agency were the best argument in its favour. He examined the text 
of Article 4 of the Mandate, and said it would bo very impolilic to wait 


till the Governm<nt asked what the Zionist Organisation was doing to | 
carry out the duty imposed on it.

What is the state of Jowish religious life in Poland? 
“ One of tho things that struck me most during my stay iu Poland 
was the fact that the Bathé Hamedrash, all of which I visited, wero 
entirely empty. When [ left Polaud there was not a single townlet 
where the Leth Hamedrash was not full of young boys of from thirteen to 
twenty years of age, studying the Talmud. Now not a soul attends, and 
the books remain on their shelves, covered in dust. The cider genera. 
tion still go to synagogue to daven, but synagogue attendance has fallen 
off very greatly among the young. Practically all the retail shop3 in 
Warsaw, too, are open on the Sabbath.” 

How do you account for the decay in Polish Jewish life ? 

“Dargely by the lack of union in Polish Jewry itscif. There avo two 
widely contrasting partics, the assimilationists and the ultra-orthodox, 
but there are2 muliiiate of small and conflicting pacties. Not only are 
there Buudists, Z i:e-Zionists, Poale-Zionists, Communists, Volkists, 


Yiddishists, Agudists, and Mizrachists, but every Wonder-Kabbi, with 


perhaps five thousand adherents, forms a group of hisown., That is the 
greatest misfortune of Polish Jewry, and it is that which prevents Polish 
Jews from accomplishing any appreciable social reforms. ‘Then, again, 
most of. the Tsadickim are perhaps too spiritually inclined, are out of 
touch with world'y matters, and are thus unable to cope with much- 
neoded reforms in their communities. Another factor which deadens all 
enterprise, Jowish or non-Jewish, is the exchange, which, especially since 
the Government has fixed the price of the valuta and prohibited all 
speculation, has literally killed trade. Tho impossibility of conducting 
business in these circumstances is evidenced by the not uncommon inci- 
dont of a dealer finding his capital diminished by as much as 50 per cent. 
in ono day, merely through variation in the exchange.” 

Did you find no bright spot during your Stay in Poland? 

“Only in Vilna. The Vilna Jow is quite a different type from his 
coreligionist in Poland proper. The tong kaftan and skuil-cap are no 
longer seen, the Yiddish langusge is heard everywhere, and Jewish life is 
still in fall swing. In the ‘Gaons’ Close’ [ found the Talmud studied 
during the day; and in the library of Kab Matthias Strachann one secon 
Jows of all types, a dechovner Rabbi and a man of modern culture side 
by side. Jews are allowed to trade without undue interference, and, in 


short, the Vilna Jew is full of life and in striking contrast to his harassed 
and dispirited brother of Warsaw.” 

Do you hold out any hope for Polish Jewry in the future? 

“Te the present régime lasts—none. Tho only hope for the Jows of 
Poland is the accession to power of the working-classes, who are untainted 
with the militarist spirit—the chauvinism of the Polish ‘Junkers 
which anti-Semitism in Poland is based.”

Mr. DAVID FLORENTIN, of Salonika, said that the Jews of Greece had 


convened a local Congress, and he saw no reason why a World Congress. 


could not be brought together. 

Mr. ABRAHAM GOLDBERG defended the American proposals against 
the charge of being undemocratic. Sucha charge, coming after the fight 
for democracy put up (against the Brandeis group) by the American 
Zionists two years ago, was ridiculous. They werein favour ofa Congress, 
but the word Congress seemed to frighten the elements they wanted.to 
attract. A conference of all organisations actually willing to participate 
in the upbuilding of Palestine would be quite possible. Their proposals 
were not designed to water down Zionism, but to create the means for 
co-operation. 

Dr. B. KATZENELSOHN, of the Palestine Labour Party, said they 
would soon have as much confusion as to the exact meaning of “ Jewish 
Agency” as they had as to the interpretation of “ National Home.” He 
said that they had an unhappy example of alien co-operation in the first 
Zionist Commission from which many of their present troubles arose. He 
expressed his profound mistrust of the proposals and urged that they 
should have faith in the Zionist Organisation. 

A series of long speeches followed, and it couldnot be said that in the 
multitude of counsellors there was much wisdom. Mr. Lipson of the 


American Hitachduth declared that there was a large body of Zionist . 


opinion in America against the “ American proposals.” 


-MONDAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


CARLSBAD, August 13th. 
Monday’s meeting of the Congress opened with Mr. M.M. Ussishkin’s

resolution. The individual groups and factions would, therefore, submit 
the proposals of their various parties, 

Dr. Weizmann entered at this stage, and was warmly received. 

The first “declaration” was by the Hilachduth, submitted by Dr. B. 
Katzenelson. It was stated that this resolution was supported by the 
United Federations :— 

After hearing the report of the Executive the Congress declares 
that in consequence of the lack of unity in the conduct of business 
the Executive did not develop its powers to the fall and therefore 
did not reach that position of coilective responsibility which is 
necessary for the proper conduct of the work. 

The Congress recognises the political achievements of the last 
two years, in particular the confirmation of the Mandate; the coloni- 
sation work in Palestine, carried on under great difficulties, which 
has led to the establishment of new Jewish strongholds and tho 
maintenance of old ones; theappreciable results of the Keren Hayesod 

- work, especially the recent successful efforts of the President. 
The Congress, therefore, receives the report. 

Mr. HERMANN STRUCK read the following declaration of the Mizrachi: 

The Mizrachi expresses to the Executive its thanks for their devoted work 
on behalf of the Keren Hayesod. At the same time it considers itself forced to 
na on record the failure of the political work since the confirmation of the 

andate which has not succeeded in enlightening the Mandatory Power as to 
the spirit of the Administration of Eretz Yisrael, and which is contrary to the 
Balfour Declaration and the Mandate. Having regard to the fact that the 
Executive has in no way carried out the resolution passed by the Twelfth Congress 
as to the observance of Jewish law in public life, the Mizrachi declares that it 


is unable to express its confidence in the Executive of the Zionist Organisation. — 


Deputy I. GRUNBAUM, on behalf of the Zionist Democratic Group, 
read the following declaration: | 


We recognise the extraordinary efforts and-achievements of the Executive 


in the work for the ratification of the Mandate and in obtaining the necessary 
resources for the upbuilding of Eretz Yisrael. We regret however, that the - 


task assigned to the Executive as the organ of the Jewish Agency, to prepare a 
World Jewish Congress for the reconstruction of Palestine, has not been carried 
out. We regret also the manner in which the propaganda for the extension of 
the Jewish Agency has been carried on, because, wes the arguments used and by the 
formulation of the problem, the ideal, national, and democratic principles of 
Zionism have been placed in jeopardy, and thereby the Zionist rank and file have 
been demoralised. We do not approve of the political activity of the Executive 
as the executive organ of the Jewish Agency as constituted at the Jahreskonferenz 
at Carlsbad, and place on record, with astonishment, that in the defence of the 
rights granted to the Jewish people on the basis of international law a weakness 
has been shown, which places these rights and their foundation in jeopardy. 
Therefore we are not in a position to support a vote of confidence ant will not 
take part in the voting. 
A long declaration, very critical of the Executive, was also read by 

Mr. J. MEREMINSKI, on behalf of the Zeire Zion. Mr. LOCKER, on behalf 
of the Poale Zion, read a declaration which, among other criticisms, said 
that the Executive, by its weakness, had strengthened the clerical 
element “in Zionism. This aroused considerable amusement. He 


announced, however, that his group would vote for the first part of the | 


Hitachduth resolution, but not for the reception of the Report. 


A vote was then taken on the first part of the Hitackduth resolution, : 


which was carried by 146 to 67, the Mizrachi, with one exception, voting 
solidly against the motion. There were cries “Pfui! Mizrachi” from 
the Left. Tho motion to receive the report was carried by 147 to 72. 

The result was received with loud cheers and the singing of the 
Hatikvah. The cheers were renewed when a lady handed bouquets 
to Dr. Weizmann and Mr. Sokolow. 


After the excitement caused by these proceedings, Dr. RUPPIN, who 


presented a somewhat lengthy report on the Palestine work, had but a 


scanty audience. The delegates mostly trooped outside to discuss the 
situation. It was soon generally known that Dr. Weizmann was pro- 
foundly dissatisfied with the terms of the resolution, and it was 
extromely unlikely that he would agres to accept office if this was to be 
the measure of the support accorded to him by Congress, |

League of Nations and the Minorities. 


Holiday for Jewish War Orphans. | 
(From our Correspondent. BUCHAREST. 


A Commission appointed by the League of Nations recently visited 
* Rumania in order to study the position of the minorities in the country. 
* The time allotted for observing the situation in the newly-acquired 
* territories was very short. For instance, in the whole of Transylvania, 
where the minorities number about five millions, the Commission spent 
only about three days. It was also unfortunate that throughout its tour 
of inspection the Commission was accompanied by a representative of 
the Government, before whom, of course, the minorities could not speak 
altogether freely.

| 
Annual Report. 
The annual report of the Jewish community in Alexandria has just 


‘been issued. All Jews, on attaining the age of twenty-one, have to payee 
‘annual contribution to the funds of the community of P.T. 100, whic 


enrols them as members, and this money and many collections and 
charities are administered for the general benefit, in providing 
hospitals, free schools, cemetery, child aid, etc., together with provision 
of milk, flour, medical comforts, etc., to the needy. 


The budget for 1922, while showing a deficit of some £E1,900, displaya 


‘the great activities of the community in collecting and disbursing fands 
in relief work, and makes it clear that most of the deficit is due to 


exceptional expenditure which bad not been provided for. 

The report shows that there are about 26,009 Jews in Alexandria, aud 
during the year 1922 there were 153 births, 244 marriages, and 334 deaths. 
The Jewish Hospital treated 694 cases, while the clinic visited 31,138 
persons for various diseases.

Dutch Synagogue Gutted 


Jewish Population of Holland. 3 
(From owr Correspondent.) AMSTERDAM, 

A synagogue dating back to the eighteenth contury was burnt to the 
ground in a big conflagration which occurred last week in D wingeloo, near 
Meppel, in the Northern province of Drenthe. In consequence of the 
quickiy spreading flames it was only possible to save the Scrolls of the 
Law. Much valuable and antique brass work was destroyed, In the fite 
an adjacent church and nine houses suffered complete demolition. It is 
reported that the synagogne as well as the contents were most 
inadequately insured, making the loss to the community very considerable. 

From reports just published I am able to give a few statisties 
showing the number of Jews in Holland according to the census of 1920. 
Altogether, the Jewish population of Holland is jast under 108,000, 
Amsterdam showing the largest proportion of this with a Jewish popula- 
tion of 63.754. Rotterdam follows with a Jewish population of 10,911. 
Then come The Hague (6,845), Groningen (2,369), and Utrecht (1,067). It 
is estimated that the present population of Holland stands just under 
seven millions. 3 |

“Js.0.’s” letter in week's Jewish Chronicle. For his own attempts at 
higher criticism have proved to me beyond a shadow of doubt that critics 
can go entirely wrong in attempting to get at the sources of literary docu- 
ments. For whatsayshe? I get my ideas about Moses from Achad Ha-am. 
Good. That is one brilliant discovery of the neo-higher criticism! But 


‘frow oné letter of mine he can learn more than that. Not alone is the 


source from which I have drawn the waters of life—Achad Ha-am, but 
the English translation thereof. Alas! ‘Js.C.” has out-Wellhausoned 
Wellhausen. I had never read “ Achad Ha-am’s” Essay on Moses in my 
life—never heard of it till I read “ Js. C.’s” letter, (I have since read it— 
in Hebrew, of course!). “Js. C.” has certainly shown the danger of 
Higher Criticism, but I think I may say that there are not many higher 
critics so rash as he. . i

need hardly say that 1 honour Ibn Ezra as the Father of Higher Criticism, 
was he who first pointed out the non- Mosaic sections in the Pentateuch, 
albeit in a guarded manner.

Moses (not the Bible Moses!)? The Moses of the Midrashim in almost 
every point is distinet from the Moses. of the Bible. He is the Good 
Shepherd. He itis who carries the sheep home, because, through hig 
forgetfulness, the poor creature has had to run ever so far away to get 
water. What of Moses’ rod? The Bible critics very rightly tell us of its 
magical properties. 
have? they ask. Just as you take fish to the fish market where there is 
a demand, so you take magic to Egypt--where there is a demand. 
Another Midrash goes further. It tells how the stick had been in the 
Garden of Eden and had been handed down from age to age till it was 
put in Jethro’s garden. . Then comes the romantic partofthestory. The 
stick took root. No-one could move it. Jethro promised his daughter in 
marriage to the man who pulled it up. Moses draws it out—they marry 
and live happily ever after! Is there any Jew who loves his Midrashiimn 
can fail to see that we have here a Moses that is the hero of a cycle of 
legends, a more lovable perhaps, but anyhow a different Moses from the 
one in the Bible? (I am supposing, of course, that we have only one 
picture of Moses in the Bible, which«is, in fact, untrue. Let that’ pass.) 
Then there is that collection of legends centreing round his death. -The 
two brief accounts of his death in Deuteronomy are used as pegs on which 
to hang a series of invaluable pictures. We see all nature concerned about 
the death of the great leader. The sun refuses to shine if God carries 
out the fatal decree; the angels refuse to carry out God’s command to 
fetch the soul of Moses; Samael, the grisly Angel of Death, at last sets 
out, armed with Cruelty and girded with Terror, to kill Moses, but the 
mighty leader conquers him; then in the end God himself takes away 
Moses’ soul with a kiss. Here you have a Moses who remains untouched 
by the criticisms of any number of scholars, in short Achad Haam’s “ideal 
Moses.” We, too, to-day can and must make our own Moses; but for the 
love of honesty let us know what the historical Moses was like too. 


For the latter purpose we musi go to the higher critics. No one else 


appears to be able to give us the information we want. For the former 
‘purpose we must live Jewishly—traditionally. That is why I feel that

——~\ grave responsibility is imposed upon the Congress. Hardly less 
drave is the responsibility of those who, by the will of their fellow 
vionists, have during the past two years borne the heat and burden of 
the day, and have been brought into close and constant contact with the 
realities of the situation, both in London and in Jerusalem. 

in these circumstances, I feel that I owe it to the Congress, at this 
critical hour, to state in plain and explicit terms the principles upon 
which, in my profound conviction, Zionist policy should be based. 

1.—RELATIONS WITH THE MANDATORY POWER. 

Our relations with the Mandatory Power can only be those of mutual 
confidence, based upon unqualified good faith on both sides. The corner- 
etone of our policy must be honest and whole-hearted co-operation with 
iis Britannic Majesty’s Government. 

The adoption of this policy, it need hardly be said, by no means 
implies our unqualified satisfaction with the existing state of affairs. 


There is no question of our renouncing the right conferred upon us 


py the Mandate ‘of advising and co-operating with the Administra- 
tion of Palestine in matters affecting the establishment of the 
Jowish National Home and the interests of the Jewish popu- 
lation. It is incumbent upon us to safeguard the Jewish position 
in Palestine with unremitting vigilance and to take every appropriate 


_ opportunity of urging our legitimate demands. With regard to immigra- 


tion, to land settlement, and to the Hebrew schools—to take but three 


cxamples—-we have repeatedly felt obliged to make representations to_ 


the Mandatory Government, and we shall continue to make such repre- 
centations on these and other matters whenever there are grievances to 


be redressed. We have done 80, and shall continue to do so, in the firm 
conviction that the intention of the Mandatory Power is to do us justice, | 


and with the knowledge that the more vigorous our own efforts in Pales- 
tine, the larger our own achievements, the more attentive will be the 
hearing we shall receive. 

A barren policy of. perpetual protest might ba spectacular, but it 
would, in my judgment, be wholly unwarranted by the facts, and 
disastrous, if not fatal, in its consequences. It would not remove diffi- 
culties, it would merely create them. We shall gain nothing by beating 
the air, 

If our political position is to be strengthened it must be by very 
different methods. It is incumbent upon us to use every engeavour to 
enlighten public opinion as to ouraimsand ourachievements. The world 
at large has yet to be made fully aware of what we have done, and what 
we are attempting to do. Though the weight of opinion behind us is 
steadily growing, we have still to contend in many quarters, not only with 
malicious misrepresentation, but also with genuine misunderstanding. 
We have nothing to conceal. The more fully the truth becomes known, 
the more wholeheartedly will liberal-minded and forward-looking men 
rally to our support. In the forefront of our political programme must be 
the education of public opinion, not only in Great Britain, but in the other 
great countries which have associated themselves with the Balfour 
Declaration and have subscribed to the Mandate. - 

The sanctity of the Mandate, the good faith of the Mandatory Power, 


the sympathy of an enlightened public—these are the foundations on 


which we must build. 
IIl.—RELATIONS WITH THE ARABS. | 
Ancient historic connection and two thousand years of hope and 
prayer give us the indefeasible right to rebuild our National Home in the

Those relations must express 
themselves im active co-operation, in economic enterprises designed to 
promote the welfare of Jows and Arabs alike, and in a fruitful inter- 
action of ideas between the two kindred civilisations. The two Peoples 
iust, im a word, be taught to understand one another, not only in 
Palestine, but in the Arab world at large. | 

As we appreciate the ideals and aspirations of the Arabs, so we 
have a right to expect that they will learn to appreciate ours. The 
enlightenment of Arab opinion is a task to which we must devote our most 
Vigorous endeavours. That enlightenment, in which Sephardic Jewry in 
particular must be invited to co-operate more fully than hitherto, cannot 
fail to give birth in due course to an understanding based upon a genuine

But among its most ardent advocates there is not one who will not 
readily acknowledge that if a World Congress worthy of the name is to be 
brought into being, it can be only as the result of lengthy and laborious 
preliminaries, which are still far from having been completed. Mean- 
while time presses, and without derogation from the claims of a world 
Congress as the tribunal to which the problem of the Jewish Agency 
‘Should eventually be referred, it is essential that the enlargement of the 
Agency should be treated as a matter of urgency which brooks no delay. 

In what precise manner the basis of the Jewish Agency can most 
advantageously be broadened is a problem which still requires to be 
worked out in detail, but from the preliminary soundings which have 
been taken I am satisfied that it can be successfully solved. 

At this stage there is only one point on which I need insist. There 
can be no question of enlarging the Agency by merely inviting intoita 
number of distinguished persons in their individual capacities. To suggest 
that this is what is proposed is merely to confuse the issue. The Jewish 
Agency, as I conceive it, will be a body in which there will bs associated 


with the Zionist Organisation, not individuals, however eminentin them. | 


selves, but authorised spokesmen of organised Jewish bodies and com- 
munities throughout the world, sitting in their representative capacity 
side by side with their Zionist colleagues, upon an Ageicy which will 
speak with a collective voice. ) 
Given patience and good will, I am confident that on these lines it 
will prove possible to rally all available forces for the work of 
reconstruction. 

A Jewish Agency such as I have outlined will bring with it an 
accession of authority and prestige which will be reflected, in turn, in an 
incalculable addition to our political and:financial strength. Itis essential 
that appropriate steps for the constitution of the Jewish Agency should 
be taken with a minimum of delay. It would be a grave misfortune if 
the negotiations on which it will ba necessary to enter should be se 
It is, in my judgment, 
indispensable that the resolutions of the Congress on this vitally important. 
matter should be so framed as to ensure, so far as lies in the power of the 
Zionist Organisation, the rapid attainment of concrete results. 

I1V.—THE ORGANISATION OF ZIONIST WORK. 
The experience of the past two years has made it clear that ina 

wariety of respects our work in Palestine stands in need of reorganisation. 

To say this is no reflection on those who have up to the present been 
‘vesponsible for the conduct of Zionist affairs in Palestine, and who can 
justly claim credit for remarkable achievements in the face of atmost 
insurmountable difficulties. 

The situation has developed so rapidly that we have constantly been 


faced with new problems for which we have, in the nature of things, not 


always been able to extemporise adequate solutions. ; 

It is no disparagement of what we have already accomplished to 
Suggest that the moment has now arrived when our administrative 
machinery should be carefully overhauled. It is time for us to take stock 
of the position, to consider in what manner we can best prepare ourse! vcs 
to deal with the complex problems of the immediate future. : 

As the Congress is aware, the distinguished American expert, Prof. 
Elwood Mead, is proceeding to Palestine in the autumn to advise on 

- methods of agricultural colonisation. My suggestion is that we should 
take this opportunity to deal in a similar manner with the other branches 
of our work in Palestine, and that arrangements should be made for an 
exhaustive enquiry to be undertaken by a body of qualified and impartial 


‘experts, whose reports would furnish us with a reliable basis on which to ~ 


proceed in due course with the indispensable task of reorganisation. 
V—THE KEREN HAYESOD. 
It is almost superfluous for me. to state my conviction that all our 
energies must be bent to the maintenance and enlargement of our 
financial resources. The Keren Hayesod has already attained a con- 


siderable measure of success in the enlistment of mew forces. It is 


essential that it should not only bo kept without fail at its present level, 
‘but that the most vigorous efforts should continue to bs made to widen 
the circle of its appeal. It is our first and fundamental! duty to spire no

I am confident that setting aside all passions and prejudices, the 
Congress will take its decision with a single eye to the welfare of the 
Zionist Organisation and the upbuilding of the Jewish National Home. 


After Dr. Weizmann had concladed his caretully prepared address 
{and the now customary bouquet had been presented!) the hall rapidly 
emptied, and only a few delegates remained to vote onthe report of the 
financial-politica! commission, The sitting ended about midnight.

‘opposed to any such idea. At 4 a.m. the dispute had not yot been settled, 
No combination of parties has yet been effected on the question of the 
new Executive which will assure a majority for any one group. There 
are persistent romours that Dr. Weizmann will refuse to form a new 
Executive, as there appears to be no prospect of obtaining the united 
support of the Congress for any Executive list. 


The Congress resumed its plenary sittings on Thursday afternoon. 
‘Mr. MorzKin presided. Dr. SCHMORAK, in the name of the Agri- 
cultural Colonisation Committee, proposed that the annual budget for 
agriculture should bé fixed at £160,000. Only £120,000 of that sum, how- 
ever, should be guaranteed in the regular budget. In addition, a Land 
Reserve and Colonisation Fund should bé set up within the Keren Hayesod, 
Dr. RUFEISEN, on behalf of the Urban Colonisation Committee, pro- 
posed that steps should be taken for the advancement of trade and 
industry, especially by means of granting industrial credits. Ten per 
cent. of the Palestine Budget should be devoted to the establishment of 
an industrial bank, and five per cent. for an artisans’ bank; £20,000 
should be granted for the purpose of suburban settlement. He proposed 
also the setting up of permanent arbitration tribunals by the Zionist 
Executive, the Vaad Leumi, and the Labour organisations in Palestine, 
to arbitrate in disputes between employers and workers. The Govern- 
‘ment should bo urged to rationalise the Customs tariff system in Palestine. 
The proposals weve accepted. ae 

Dr. KORNGRUEN, head of the Palestine office in Warsaw, in the name 
of the Immigration Commission, submitted his report, which evoked a 
heated debate. A section of the Centre Party and the whole of the 
Labour ‘parties defended the system of having a majority of representa: © 
tives of Labour parties and of the Hechalwaz in the amelioration depart- 
ments and the Palestine emigration office administrations. A second 

part of the Mizrachi, on the other hand, led by Mr. Levite (Posen), opposed 
the system. .

1. The Congress hails with joyful satisfaction the fact that tho 
peoples associated in the League of Nations, by confirming the 
Palestine Mandate, have recognised the indestructible historical 
arsociation of the Jewish people with Palestine and the claim of the 
Jewish people to a free national tife in this land of its past and its 
great spiritual achievements. 


The Congress sees in the awakening of the Orient one of the 


most important factors for the reconstruction of the world. The 


Jewish people, which is beginning to rebuild its national home, is 
resolved with all its spiritual, moral, and material powers to associate 
itself with this world now only coming into being, but so rioh in 
energies and possibilities, and on @ footing of equality to collaborate 


with the peoples whose destinies it shares in close communion and 


fruitful harmony of interests. 
The Congress places on record that by historical associations, by 
the will of the people to return, by work on the land, and now by inter- 
national recognition, Palestine assumes a special position as the 
uational home of the Jewish people. The Congress repeats its 
declaration that in all circumstances the rights of every community 
in Palestine are and will remain sacred. The Jewish people, which 
in dificult external and internal circumstances is in these days 
gradually awakening to new productive life, will, through its national 
home in Palestine, succeed in developing its powers for the benefit of 
the cultural uplift of humanity and become a factor in actively 
assisting kindred peoples in their new development. : 
The Congress is confident that the Arab people, which has at its 
disposal outside Palestine extensive territories on which its national 


regeneration can be effected, will regard with growing understanding © 


the national regeneration of the Jewish people, which desires to live 
with the Arabs in Palestine in the most complete harmony and 
brotherhood, as a potent and valuable element in the Near East. 

The Jewish people, by the self-sacrificing work of its pioneers on 
the land and the raising of great resources, has furnished a proof that 
it is resoived to devote itself fully to its historic task of self-emanci-. 
pation and will henceforth also be ready to make great sacrifices. 


‘The Jewish people looks with confidence to the entire civilised worid | 


for appreciation of the humanitarian greatness and political necessity 
of Zionism and effective suppori in the hard struggle to overcome the 
gigantic difficulties which beset the carrying out of this great work. 

The Executive is requested by well-planned organising work to 
endeavour to bring about the uninterrupted enlightenment of public 
opinion as to the political and humanitarian aims of our Movement, 
and especially systematically and persistently to continue the work 
of enlighteoment in the Near East and among the Arab people. 

2. (a) Zionist policy must be directed by the guiding idea that 
the entire J. wish people are the bearers of this policy. The Congress 


requests the Executive, supported by the popular will, insistently | 
and systematically to uphold the complete realisation of the rights 


conferred by the Mandate and recognised by international law. 

(>) The Congress requests the Executive emphatically to 
draw the attention of the Mandatory Power to the fact that the 
practice of the Administration in Palestine in many decisive points 
is not compatible with the obligations it has assumed to create in 
Palestine such political, economic, and administrative conditions as 
will assure the development of the National Home for the Jewish 
People. Inter alia it shouid be shown that: 

. (i) The Palostine Government: has disregarded the obligation 
een by Article 6 of the Mandate to farther the distribution of State 
(2) The number of Jewish officials has been reduced in unjustifiable 
aud inappropriate manner ; 
(3) Jewish immigration is still subject to great restrictions ; 


(4) ‘The Palestine Government refuses to the Jews & proportionate 
share of the educational budget; and | 


(5) The rights of the Jewish population ia the conduct of the great 
Municipalities are restricted, 

3. In recognition of the fact that the development of the Jewish 
Yrshud in Eretz Yisrael is conditioned by the right ofthe Yishub to 
regulate its internal affairs according to its needs, in recognition of 
the fact that a primary condition of independent national life in Eretz 
Yisrael is the recognition of the Vaad Leumi as a legal corporation, 


and that the communities for the satisfaction of their spiritual and | 


material needs should be granted the right of imposing obligatory 
taxation, the Congress instructs the Executive to seek frm the 
_ Mandatory Power and the Palestine Govornment the speodiest fulfit- 
ment of the demands of the organised Jowish Yishub. . 
4. The Congress recognises that Eastern and Western Palestine 
&re a historic, geographical, and economic unity, and affirms its expec- 
tation thatin any new arrangement made in regard to Transjordania 
the colonising aspirations of the Jews shall be duly respected. 


5. The Oongress hails with great satisfaction the resolution — 


Unanimously passed by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States, with the cordial approval of the President, in 
support of the erection of a Jewish National Home in Palestine.. The 
Congress expresses its heartfelt thanks to the American people and 
its Government for this noble and unselfish act.

CONGRESS REPORTS. 


THE EXECUTIVE OF THE ORGANISATION. 


The Political Situation. 


The report of the Executive of the Zionist Organisation to the 
‘Thirteenth Congress, which has just been published, opens with a 
review of the political situation. The Executive concludes that on the 
whole the international political position is not unfavourable and that 


prospects are good, but adds that “the desired rapprochement with the 


articulate sections of the Arab population would be expedited if publicmen 
in England would leave local Palestinian matters to be settled locally, 
and ifthe Palestine Government were to do more to encourage the growing 
party which is ready to accept the declared policy of the British Govern- 
ment and to co-operate in building up the country on that basis.’’ 


The Administration. | 


Particulars are given of the personnel of the Executive and of the 
London Administration. In addition to the members of the Execu- 
tive, the staff of the Central Office comprised fifteen officials. The 
constant reductions in the staff that have been made during the last three 
years are evidenced by the fact that there were forty-one officials 
employed in the Centra: Office at June, 1922, sixty at February, 1921, and 
113 at Jaly, 1920. The officials in the various departments of the 
Palestine Zionist Executive number, in addition to the six members of 
the Executive, 123. 


Organisation. 


: Under the heading of Organisation, reference is made to the fact 
that since the funds colleeted for the Keren Iayesod are used exclusively 


for Palestine, the S/eke! is the only source of income left to the Executive 


to cover its expenditare. In agreement with the Actions Committee, the 
Executive resolved to raise a special contribution for this purpose. The 
Federations and separate Unions were asked to contribute to this 
collection in proportion to their strength. Only £814 was realised, so 
that the Executive was obliged to seek other sources of income. Thus 
the golden Shekel, an annua! contribution of one pound sterling, was 
instituted. By the end of May, 1923, the Mxecutive had received £1,550. 
The collection is not yet conciuded, 

The Berlin Office of the Executive was established in Novembor, 
1921, under the direction of Dr. Hantke, Dr. Jacobson, Mr. Kurt 
Blumenfeld, and Mr. Julius Berger. Its staff is identical with that of 
the Keren Hayesod Office for Central Europe; both offices are located atthe 
same premises. The Office is at present being directed by Dr. Hantke, 
Mr. Berger, and Dr, Rosenblyeth.. During. the period under review, the 
Office has arranged the printing and distribution of about two and a ball 
million shekel receipts, and has also assisted in the control of the she¢! 
accounts. Ithas undertaken the printing of several publications. 


Finance, 
LONDON EXECUTIVE. 


The period covered by the report is the year ended March 31st 1923.

During the 
ten months June, 1922, till March, 1923, 1,673 permits were granted, of 
which 998 were intended for unskilled and 675 for skilled workers.. 
During the period October ist, 1921, to April, 1923, 15,922 Jowa have 
entered Palestine, and about 35,000 haveimmigrated since February, 1919. 
During the last eighteen months an average of 310 Jewish immigrants 
per month have entered Palestine, and neither the number of unemployed 
nor the number of those accommodated in the shelters has increased.

Yisrael, according to the programme approved by the Directors.

that the sums actually transferred by the Keren Hayesod to the Jewish 
National Fund are negligible, and that the Jewish National Fund is, 
therefore, dependent solely on its own efforts. The Keren Hayesod under- 
took at the time of its formation to allot 20 per cent. of its revenue to 
the Jewish National Fund. This undertaking has not yet been carried 
out. Of the gross receipts of the Keren Hayesod since ite foundation, 
£850,000, the Jewish National Fund has received only £4,000. 
PROPAGANDA. 
With the transfer of the head office to Palestine, the sending out of 
emissaries for propaganda purposes has been resumed. Besides Dr. B. 
Epstein, who since his return from Palestine, which he toured in 1921, 
has continued his propaganda work in America, visiting Canada at times, 
the Head Office also appointed three further emissaries direct from 
Jerusalem. Dr. Wolfgang Weis], who was manager of the Land Com- 
mission of the Jewish National Fund in Austria, went to Czecho-Slovakia, 
in order to strengthen the campaign there for, its regional colony in East 
Nauris. Madame Bella Pevsner has visited Southern and Hastern Asia. 
She will proceed farther to New Zealand and Australia. Mr. Abraham. 
Elmaleh, who is familiar with Sephardi affairs, visited Egypt, Tripoli, 
and Tunis, and will proceed to Algeria and Morocco.

A large number of publications have also been issued, including 
the year book, “ Eretz Yisrael,” and various photographs and pictures 
have been supplied to the Press.

A new film of a similar nature has 
The annual revenue, which had gradually increased during the first’. 
eighteen years of the existence of the Jewish National Fund (!902—1920), 
from £12,000 to £161,300, dropped suddenly in 1921 to £128,900 and in 
1922 to £72,609. The income in the first four months of 1923 showed an 
increase of approximately 61 per cent over the corresponding 
period ‘in the previous year, i.e., from £24,500 to£39,500. For. 
1922, the largest contribution again came from the United States, 
although there was a decrease to £22,833 from £35,010 in the 
previous year. The chief cause of the decline was the concentration of 
Zionist propoganda on the Kerei: Hiayesod, and the widespread belief in 
America that 20 per cent. of all contributions automatically went to the 
National Fund. England has the second largest sum to its credit, but its 
collections have dropped from £4,401 in 1921, to £7,926. 


LAND PURCHASES IN PALESTINE, 


According to the official estimate of the Palestine Government made — 
in 1920, the total area of Paléstine amounts to 19,800,000 dunams. Of this 
750,392 dunams are in Jewish possession—nearly 3°78 percent. Approxim- 
ately 100,000 dunams of this has been acquired by the Jewish National 
Fund. In one year, four years before the Balfour Declaration, the Jews 
acquired land in Palestine to the extent of 166,670 dunmams, and during 
the three years following the December, to the extent only of 194,001 
dunams. The Keren Kayeneth, however, acquired in these three years 
about 76,000 dunams, i.e., about 77 per cent. of their total lands. 

- While the proportion of Jewish land to the whole is only 3.78 per 
cent. the proportion of cultivated to the whole area of land in Jewish 
hands is much higher than the genera) proportion of cultivated lands to 
the whole are of the country.

Auntie’s Chat, 


I have been asked if I would say something about the League of 
Nations, which has so much interest for Jews, not merely because it 
conferred the Mandate for Palestine and has done so much for the 
improvement of the lot of our coreligionists in Eastern Europe, but 
because it is the great institution whereby we hope peace may be 
assured for mankind in future; and Jews have everything to gain by 
peace, nothing by war. The League embodies one of the highest idealr 
THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS, 

The League of Nations, which was called into being by the Peace 
Treaty, consists of over fifty States, ranging alphabetically from 
Albania to Venezuela. It is governed by an Assembly, a large body 
which decides general questions, and a smal! Council, which meets 
more often, and deals with detailed matters. The constitution of the 
League is called the Covenant of the League of Nations, and it gives 
the Assembly wide powers. It “may deal at its meetings with any 
matter within the sphere of action of the League or affecting the peace 
of the world.” The Assembly first met at Geneva in 1920. The 
Council consists of four permanent members and six non-permanent 
members, the former being the British Empire, France, [taly, and 
Japan, and the six non-permanent members are Belgium, Brazil, 
China, Spain, Sweden, and Uruguay. The Council has held over 
twenty meetings, including one in London, at which the Palestine 
Mandate was approved.

I have been asked if I would say something about the League of 


Nations, which has so much interest for Jews, not merely because it 


conferred the Mandate for Palestine and has done so much for the 
improvement of the lot of our coreligionists in Eastern Europe, but 
because it is the great institution whereby we hope peace may be 
assured for mankind in future; and Jews have everything to gain by 
peace, nothing by war. The League embodies one of the highest ideals 


of Judaism. 
THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS, 


The League of Nations, which was called into being by the Peace — 


Treaty, consists of over fifty States, ranging alphabetically from 
Albania to Venezuela. It is governed by an Assembly, a large body 
which decides general questions, and a small Council, which meets 
more often, and deals with detailed matters. 
League is called the Covenant of the League of Nations, and it gives 
the Assembly wide powers. It “may deal at its meetings with any 
matter within the sphere of action of the League or affecting the peace 
of the world.” The Assembly first met at Geneva in 1920, The 
Council consists of four permanent members and six non-permanent 
members, the former being the British Empire, France, [taly, and 
Japan, and the six non-permanent members are Belgium, Brazil, 
China, Spain, Sweden, and Uruguay. The Council has held over 


‘twenty meetings, including one in London, at which the Palestine

I has already done good 
work, particularly in regard to the conditions affecting the employ- 
ment of women and children, and it is now engaged in considering the 
relation between emigration and unemployment, a matter which is 
very much to the fore in this country. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES. 


-- J fear 1 have not sufficient space to tell you all the League has 
done. It has important sections dealing with health and other social 
questions ; it has organised the relief work in Eastern Europe; it has 
settled a number of frontier and other disputes; it has helped in the 
financial restoration of Austria; it has made some progress on the 
dificult question of disarmament; and it has set up a committee to 
facilitate intellectual co-operation between nations. A word of praise 
should be given to the secretariat, which is drawn from many nations,
